“Something went wrong in the

O. D. Keen, telegraph operator 
on duty at the yard office at 
Champaign had set the switch so

DETROIT PRESSING 
REDEVELOPMENT 
OF ITS SLUMS BY 


PRIVATE CAPITAL 


Condemnation of Initial 
78-Acre Tract Under- 
way, City Plans to Sell 
It to Builders at Heavy 
Loss.

DETROIT, April 19 — A direct 
attack on urban slums and blight, 
with the city acquiring the obso- 
lete area for redevelopment by 
private enterprise, has been start- 


ed in positive manner by Detroit. 
If the initial project—for which 
condemnation now is under way— 
proves successful, the intention is 
to take over the entire band of 
decayed, ugly districts ringing the 
downtown center, 

The undertaking is sure to be 
watched by St. Louis and many 
other large cities confronted with 
essentially the same problem of 
slums that offer bad housing and 
cost more to serve than they are 
worth. There are three notable 
features about the “Detroit Plan,” 
as follows: ‘ 

Excessive cost of obtaining 
the site is absorbed by the city 
out of general revenues—no fed- 
eral or state aid or control. 

It contemplates that redevel- 
opment shall be done by private 
business, under full private own- 
ership—but the city is prepared 
to seek federal aid for low- 
income mass housing, if private 
interests fail to act. 

plan is not merely for 
housing, but looks forward to 
some new commercial develop- 
ment and extensive new indus- 
trial construction. 

Only One Subsidy. 

The one subsidy involved is the 
city’s absorption of the differ- 
ence between what it costa to ob- 
a pe _ and what it can ex- 
pect private enterprise to for 
the alte, It has been conten ex- 
perience nationally that the only 
practical way to obtain large sites 
is by public condemnation of the 
property and that even then the 
cost is far too great to be ab- 
sorbed in the sale or rental price 
of the new structures. 

Detroit's calculations, roughly, 
are that it will cost $1.10 per 
square foot to acquire 78 acres of 
privately owned slum property in 
the initial site. It figures it can 
get 25 cents a square foot for 
this from the redeveloper, not 
counting an additional 20 acres 
in existing streets and alleys. The 
difference is not loss—Detroit ex- 
pects to be repaid handsomely 
through increased tax yield over 
the years, to say nothing of the 
less tangible but highly important 
benefits of restoring the city’s 
core, 

It works out this way: Total 
cost of acquiring and clearing this 
first site is estimated at $3,750,000, 
but the city recognizes that it 
would have to invest $950,000 of 
this anyway for park and play 
space and right-of-way for an 
express thoroughfare. It puts 
the resale or “use” value of the 
site at $860,000. Thus the net 
community investment in obtain- 
ing the site comes out as $1,940,- 


Current city tax yields of the 
area is $66,450 a year, After re- 
development it is calculated that 
the annual tax yield would be 
$200,650. The difference is $134,- 
200. It would take only 15 years 
at this rate to repay the net in- 
vestment, and this, says a Detroit 
Housing Commission pamphlet,

He ap- 
pealed to the construction indus- 
try and the building trades to 
join in réducing prices and costs 
so the public can get the houses 
it needs. Otherwise, he warned, 
they will “price themselves out 
of the market,” 

Creedon’s appeal bore out pre- 
dictions by a source close to the 
White House that housing would 
be the next target in the Adminis- 
tration’s campaign for lower 
prices. This source said also the 
Administration would, appeal to 
construction industry leaders at a 
series of private meetings soon. 

President Truman lIast week 
warned industry in general that it 
must cut prices or labor will be 
justified in asking for wage in- 
creases. 

Various Price Cuts.

Accidents Now Chief Child Death 
Cause, With Yearly Toll of 20,000 


WASHINGTON, April 19 (AP)— 
More American children die of 


accidents than disease or anything 
else now, the Children’s Bureau 
said today—and home carelessness 
is condemned as a major cause. 

This year, Child Health week, 
April 27 to May 3, will stress 
home accident prevention, Miss 
Katharine F. Lenroot, chief of 
the bureau, said in a statement. 

“Accidents take a yearly toll of 
almost 20,000 boys and girls under 
20 years of age, and the majority 
of such deaths are preventable,” 
she said, 

The bureau found that accidents 
now take as many lives in the 
1-to-l4-year-old group as pneu- 
monia, diarrhea and enteritis, 
measles, diphtheria, meningitis, 
poliomyelitis, whooping cough and 
scarlet fever combined. 

In 1944, 6000 children under 5 
years died as the result of acci- 
dents in the home, Of these 2000 
were burned, and “their deaths, 
in most instances, could be traced 
back to adult carelessness in 
leaving hot liquids within their

“They (the Republicans) are

The Congress has been 
in session for more than 100 days, 
but only one major bill has been 
passed, that continuing excise 
taxes, which was recommended 
by President Truman.”

Hearing Under Way. 

Hearing of a condemnation suit 
for the northern half of the first 
site was started in Recorder's 
Court early in April. The city 
must prove necessity for the con- 
demnation as well as show values, 
but anticipates no difficulty in 
this.

Like Some St. Louis Areas. 

It is a typical squalid slum, re- 
sembling some St. Louis districts 
to a surprising degree. Three 
quarters of the dwellings are 
clearly substandard in various re- 
spects. More than a quarter of 
the land has become vacant or 
never was built on. More than 
half of the buildings date back 
before 1900. There are 705 struc- 
tures of all kinds, including a 
limited volume of small indus- 
tries, but 1355 dwelling units, in 
which there is much doubling up 
of families. Only 8 per cent of 
the dwellings are occupied by 
owners; average rent in the others 
is $19.95 a month. Many of the 
houses are frame, unpainted and 
dilapidated, 

Two old public schools and a 
score of barracks-like public hous- 
ing units are among the elements. 
The latter were erected in war- 
time wherever an odd corner lot 
would accommodate a few units. 
To be omitted from the con- 
demnation are a large Catholic 
church and a good-sized Evangel- 
ical church, both for whites, at 
Gratiot avenue, and a small Negro 
church, also some stores along 
Gratiot, a lumber warehouse 
owned by important interests and 
the big Goebel brewery near the 
northwestern corner, said to be 
valued at $2,000,000.

This is all within Detroit's “boule- 
vard district,” the big rectangle 
inclosed by the three stems of 
Grand boulevard and the Detroit 
river, The 4400 acres represents a 
major fraction of the “boulevard 
district” outside the downtown 
center and also is virtually 5 per 
cent of all Detroit, a city some- 
what more than twice as large in 
area as St. Louis. 


It is the plan commission's idea 
that the redevelopment should be 
divided into 2450 acres residential 
and 1950 acres industrial. To ac- 
complish this big civic feat, it is 
recognized, far bigger bites must 
be taken from the core than the 
initial test site, once the plan 
proves workable. 


Mayor's Statement. 
Mayor Edward J, Jeffries Jr., 
sponsor of the Detroit Plan, has 
emphasized, in a statement pre- 
dicting its success, that housing 
alone was not involved. 


“It is the feeling of Detroit offi- 
cials,” he said, “that too often talk 
of rehabilitating blight areas has 
been confined to the single-track 
thought that such rehabilitation 
must always be built around new 
housing. This philosophy over- 
looks the fact that both industrial 
and commercial decay contribute 
to blight, and the further fact that 
the would-be commercial or indus- 
ttrial developer of a blight area 
finds himself confronted with the 
same practical barriers which have 
so effectively halted the efforts of 
the home planner. Detroit feels 
sure that this plan contains the 
‘answer to what I personally re- 
gard as the most serious munici- 
pal problem of this generation. 
We are not sure it is the complete 
answer and recognize that the 
| practical working out of this test 
}area May suggest necessary modi- 
fication.” 

One of the important factors 
considered in connection with in- 
dustrial redevelopment is that old 
manufacturing concerns, keeping 
up with technological advances in 
their industries, sometimes find it 
necessary to have new plants. 
| They cannot stop operations to re- 
| build on existing locations and 
they cannot obtain new urban 
sites at reasonable cost, so too 
often, Detroit believes, they have 
shifted to outlying areas. This 
deprives the city of taxes, perhaps 
of population, and augments 
blight. The Detroit plan of rede- 
velopment would make it possible 


for a factory to stay in town.

Talk By Elsenhower. 
Gen. Dwight D, Eisenhower told 
the editors that democracy has en- 
tered its decade or quarter-cen- 
tury of greatest test, and “it is up 
to us to make it work.” 
Eisenhower said this nation’s 
security cannot be pegged solely 
to armies, navies and air forces. 
Americans must show that their 
system will work, he said. 
“Democracy is co-operation,” 
said Eisenhower. “If co-operation 
won’t work in the vital matter of 
self-preservation, how can it work 
elsewhere?” ' 
Another speaker was Milton 
Murray, president of the CIO 
American Newspaper Guild. He

Free Press Resolution, 
By a unanimous vote, the edi- 
tors adopted a resolution urging 
that the Government negotiate 
bilateral treaties for the free flow 
of information unless the United 
Nations produced a worldwide 
guarantee in a reasonable time. 
Another resolution, adopted 37 
to 35 after long debate,’took note 
of the recent report of the Com- 
mission on Freedom of the Press, 
issued through the University of 
Chicago, without referring spe- 
cifically to that document, The 
report suggested that reforms 
are necessary lest the press jtsel: 
harm freedom of expression. 
The ASNE resolution, saying 
that the society welcomes “in- 
formed criticism,” declared: “This 
society continuously recognizes the 
need* for self-improvement of 
newspapers, but believes our press 
is performing with increasing ef- 
fectiveness and fairness the duty 
of keeping the American people 
the best informed people in the 
world,” 
The ASNE voted down a pro- 
posed substitute resolution which 
would have created a committee 
to “appraise” the findings of the 
report.

Bevin’s Inning, 

In tonight’s session the Pots- 
dam agreement, favorite docu- 
ment of Soviet Foreign Minister 
V. M. Molotov for quotation, 
boomeranged when he supported 
Yugoslavia’s claims for $150,000,- 
000 in reparations from Austria, 
as well as the territorial demands. 
Bevin, in apparent delight, 
quoted from a hitherto secret 
portion of the Potsdam conference 
which showed that a similar Rus- 
sian claim at Potsdam ended with 
Prime Minister Stalin agreeing 
that no reparations should be 
taken from Austria. 

“At Potsdam the Soviet govern- 
ment handed in a proposal which 
asked for $250,000,000 to be paid 
by Austria over six years from 


Russia, Great Britain, the United 
States and Yugoslavia,” Bevin re- 
cited. 

“That proposal was put in the 
twenty-fourth of July and referred 
to the economic committee, which 
reached no agreement. It was 
later discussed in the Council of 
Foreign Ministers, who referred 
it to thé heads of state. 

“The heads of state agreed that 
no reparations be taken from 
Austria, and this meant that the 
Soviet paper was withdrawn. This 
was later confirmed in protocol, 

“Therefore, I trust the confer- 
ence of foreign ministers adheres 
to Potsdam.” 

Molotov’s Reply. 

Marshall also brought up the 
Potsdam proceedings, and Molotov 
in his initial reply to the Amer- 
ican secretary said it would be 
unfortunate if the Big Three 
Powers prejudiced the claims of 
the small powers who were not 
at the 1945 conference. 

Both the reparations and terri- 
torial issues were referred back 
to the deputies for Austria, Grow- 
ing impatience was indicated in 
the exchange between the min- 
isters at that point. 

Molotov suggested that the dep- 
uties be given three days to re- 
port back to the ministers and 
Bevin remarked that that was a 
long time. Bevin asked why they 
could not report back on Monday. 
“It should not take them more 
than two hours to register their 
disagreements,” Marshall com- 
mented. 

The United States, Britain and 
France supported a proposal that 
the occupying powers waive all 
claims on Austria or Austrian na- 
tionals for supplies delivered to 
the civilian population since May 
8, 1945, but Molotov refused to go 
along.

WASHINGTON, April 18 (UP) 
—Evidence before a Senate com- 
mittee today showed the Navy 
rejected a cut-rate offer of 
Arabian oil in 1941 on the ground 
of inferior quality, while at the 
pame time it was purchasing oll 
of similar quality from the same 
area, 

The Senate War Investigating 
Committee held a closed-door ses- 
sion to hear a report from farmer 
Senator Burton K. Wheeler of 
Montana. Wheeler, who has been 


as special counsel in charge of all 
phases of the group's petroleum 
industry study. 

Chairman Brewster (Rep.), 
Maine, told reporters the informa- 
tion he. received on his recent 
visit to Cairo, Egypt, contained 
“nothing to contradict” charges 
that the Navy is paying excess 
prices for Mid-East oil. He said 
production costs of Arabian oll 
are “even less than I had figured.” 
Previous Charge by Moffett. 
James A. Moffett has charged 
that the Arabian-American Oil 
Co. reaped close to $50,000,000 in 
extra profits through the Navy's 
failure to accept hig cut-rate of- 
fer in 1941. This, the Navy de- 
nied. Moffett said he made the 
offer in behalf of the Standard 
Oil Co. of California and the 
Texas Oil Co., joint owners of the

STEEL MAN FLICK, 
9 NAZI AIDS PUT 
ON TRIAL BY U.S 


Industrialists Accused as 
Enslavers of Millions as 
War Crimes Case Be- 


By THOMAS A. REEDY 

NUERNBERG, April 19 (AP)— 
Friedrich Flick and five other 
executives of Nazi Germany’s big- 
gest steel trust were accused as 
the merciless enslavers of millions 
of Europeans at the opening to- 
day of the first trial in history of 
industrialists as war criminals. 

“They shamelessly dishonored 


the image of mankind,” Brig. Gen. 


Telford Taylor, the chief prosecu- 
tor, told the American tribunal 
before which all six pleaded not 
guilty. 

“They greedily plundered the 
resources of neighboring coun- 
tries overrun by the Wehrmacht. 
They supported,, joined in and 
profited by the foulest and most 
murderous policies and programs 
of the Third Reich.” 

In addition to Flick, the defend- 
ants were Otto Steinbrinck, Kon- 
rad Kaletsach, Bernhard Weiss, 
Hermann Terberger and Otto 
Burkhart. Their trial, based on 
the contention that as industrial- 
ists they shared equal blame with 
militarists and political leaders for 
German war crimes, is a forerun- 
ner of similar prosecutions of ex- 
ecutives of I. G. Farben and the 
Krupp trust. 

The courtroom was crowded 
with spectators, among them Gen. 
Lucius D. Clay, American military 
governor of Germany. 

They heard Taylor in a 120- 

e opening address accuse the 
defendants of boosting the Nazis 
to power, financing the 8.8 (Elite 
Guard), exploiting slave labor, 
cheating Jews out of property and 
plundering occupied countries. 

He said Flick emerged in 1932 
as the “undisputed steel king” of 
Germany, and gave 100,000 marks 
a year to the &.8., from which 
grew his solid position to obtain 
slave labor for his steel mills. 

Taylor said Flick’s own office 

records showed a memorandum 
‘about Poles and Russians which 
said: 
“The Eastern. worker is very 
tough. He keeps on working un- 
til he falls on hig face in the dirt 
and nothing remains for the doc- 
tor to do but to write out the 
death certificate.” 

Taylor said “Germany's capacity 
for conquest derived from its 
heavy industry,” and “the busl- 
nessman and the officer lived 
comfortably and flourished under 
Hitler. The Third Reich dictator- 
ship was based on this unholy 
trinity of Nazism, militarism and 
economic imperialism.” 

Two New York attorneys, 
Thomas E. Ervin and Charles 8. 
Lyon, assisted Taylor in reading 

he comprehensive opening state- 
ment.

CUXHAVEN, Germany, April 
19 (AP)—Lt. Bernard Cahill of 
the British py 4 said tonight that 
the island of Helgoland was so 
shattered “it looks as if there 
had been a volcano eruption.” 

He and erbert Woosman, 
Royal Navy gunner, were the first 
men to set foot today on the 
former Nazi North Sea bastion 
after yesterday's demolition of the 
island’s military installations by 
thousands of tons of explosives, 

Cahill said the eight miles of 
tunnels honeycombing the island 
collapsed, leaving huge craters. 
The 12-foot thick reinforced con- 
crete U-boat pen was destroyed 
completely. 

The cemetery of the local in- 
habitants, carefully tended until 
the last day, survived the blast 
and .remained as a memorial to 
the 4000 island people who have 
been sent away. The ruined 
houses of the old town, which was 
battered heavily by Allied air 
raids in the war, also appeared to 
be much the same, 

The lighthouse at the end of the 
breakwater was still standing and 
the biological institute showed no 
visible altération. There were no 
signs of fires. 

In gerieral, Adolf Hitler’s proud 
war base had become nothing 
more than a bird sanctuary and 
an occasional refuge for storm- 
tossed fishermen, 

Lt. Cahill cleared the mystery 
over a second explosion that fol- 
lowed the main blast by a few 
seconds, His reconnaissance 
showed that an unexploded bomb, 
an undiscovered souvenior of a 
wartime Royal Air Force raid, had 
been detonated by the blast. 


U.S. CARRIER AT CRETE FIRES 


ABOARD THE U.8.8. LEYTE 


IN SUDA BAY, Crete, April 19 
(AP)—A 19-gun salute boomed to- 
day from the aircraft carrier 
Leyte for the Greek ministers of 
navy and air, Themistocles Veni- 
zelos and Peter Canelopoulos, vis- 
itors to the United States Navy 
task force here. 

The representatives of the 
Greek government, accompanied 
by the governor-general of Crete, 
Cristos Zifakis, were received 
aboard the Leyte by V. Adm. 
Bernhard H, Bieri, commander of 
United States naval forces in the 
Mediterranean, and other com- 
manders of force units. 

The Leyte—with three light 
cruisers, five destroyers and a: de- 
stroyer tender—arrived here last 
Wednesday.

WASHINGTON, April 19. 


HE first years after a great war are always the hardest. That 
is the moment when friends fall out and alliances crumble. A 
twelvemonth after Waterloo, the nations that beat Napoleon 
were ready to fly at one another’s throats. Germany's drive for 
world dominion was halted in 1918, By 1019 the winning powers 


were lustily at odds. So there is no occasion for despair if a gulf 


seems fixed between the boviet and. non-Soviet galaxies. 


What has 


taken place before ig happening once again. 


Each major conflict trails an 
aftermath of disorder. Though 
the whirlwind has passed, high 
seas continue to run. The tumult 
did not subside for almost a cen- 
tury after the French Revolution. 
Tempest-racked shipping may 


jiagain come safe to port if time 


is granted, and if there are cool 
heads, stout hearts and strong 
hands on bridge and helm. 

But genuine and perhaps last- 
ing peril exists. No sane man 
would venture to predict what 
will have happened in the world 
10 years from now. Most Amer- 
icans have lost any trust. they 
had that the Soviets could be 
brought to respect and to share 
their political and economic be- 
liefs. The Russians have seldom 
troubled to hide their contempt- 
uous certainty that the demoera- 
cies are morally bankrupt, hypo- 
critical and malignant. 

In a period such as the present, 
rashness and obstinacy are not 
the qualities in demand. The 
crisis exacts prudence, forbear- 
ance and sangfroid, The free peo- 
ples must preserve their common 
ideals, undertake with caution and 
vigilance such immediate problems 
as arise, and avoid the twin pit- 
falls of weakness and provocation. 

Russians must be led to realize 
—and the Truman Doctrine is a 
gallant start—that there are cer- 
tain rights and convictions on 
which without fail we shall make 
a stand. The democracies should 
strike to recapture the unity of 
liberal faith which was theirs at 
the end of World War I. Against

These words of inspiration arc 
addressed to every Catholic 
couple married in the Catholic 
Church, According to Catholic 
teaching, marriage is sacred and

These articles have not masked 
the tragic circumstance that de- 
mocracy and totalitarianism stand 
today at the crossroads. Instead 
of the “One World” of generous 
dreams, they have portrayed the 
rise of two half-worlds that are 
passionately at variance as_ to 
means and goal, in thought and 
spirit. 

The peculiar danger of the sit- 
uation has not been minimized. 
Conventional factors of trade and 
territoria] rivalry are no doubt 
present. But at the heart of the 
contest is a clash of doctrine as 
explosive as that which once em- 
broiled Islam with Christianity. 
Americans in contact with So- 
viet statesmen have found them 
anchored upon the righteousness 
of their own dogma, but fanatical- 
ly impervious to the opinions of 
others. At the Paris Conference 
last October, Secretary. of State 
Byrnes decided it was useless to 
argue with a Russian; you could 
only tell him. The Muscovites 
doubtless regard us as wickedly 
blind to the true dispensation. 

At first with perplexity and then 
with intolerable boredom, Ameri- 
cans and Britons at such meetings 
have been compelled to endure a 
constant reiteration of stock Com- 
munist epithets and tirades of me- 
chanical catchwords. So might a 
Roundhead have squirmed under 
the jargon evolved from the Old 
Testament by, Puritan zealots. 
Equally nonsensical, to Russian 
ears, must be our own phrases 
about human rights and essential 
freedoms. 

It thus appears that Russians 
and Americans not only speak dif- 
ferert languages but have dis- 
similar minds. . Yet, if we are 
unable to- understand each other, 
care should at least be taken that 
we do not misunderstand them and 


that, so far as lies in our power, 
they should not be suffered to 
misunderstand us. | 

‘Let it be confessed at once that 
no small part of Soviet bravado 
springs from apprehension. The 
atom bomb of Aug. 6, 1945, rocked 
the Kremlin as well as Hiroshima. 
Russia bore the brunt of two 
world wars, and is terrified by the 
prospect of a third. Unofficial 
Soviet spokesmen have given warn- 
ing that at the first nuclear mis- 
sile dropped on the Soviet Union, 
its armies will occupy Europe and 
defy dislodgment even if the whole 
continent is destroyed. 

The Anglo-American march 
from Normandy to the Elbe was 
like a practice maneuver in com- 
parison with the campaign in the 
East. The story would have been 
different if Russian troops had 
not contained the overwhelming 
bulk of the Wehrmacht. 

More Russians were killed at 
Stalingrad alone than we lost in 
our entire European adventure. 
Germans and their allies turned 
800,000 square miles of Soviet terri- 
tory into a desert. More than half 
the Russian mines, industries and 
great cities were wrecked. An 
astronomical list of war dead is 
claimed — 7,000,000 soldiers and 
5,000,000 civilians. The American 
total of killed in action and dead 
of wounds, in Army and Navy, in 
Europe and the Pacific, was 
258,300. 

In its solicitude for the welfare 
of Finland and Austria, for free 
elections in Romania and for 
democratic regimes in Hungary 
and Bulgaria, the State Depart- 
ment tends to overlook the fact, 
according to Moscow, that all 
these countries were allies of 
Adolf Hitler. It is recalled that 
700,000 Austrians fought for the 
Third Reich. The charge is pre- 
sented that Romanian troops 
massacred 200,000 Soviet citizens 
at Odessa, and that the Hun- 
garians boasted of slaughtering a 
million Russians. 

If these things had happened to 
Americans, the question is put, 
would they be quite so concerned 
whether Austria, Romania and 
Hungary have one-party ballots or 
not? And would the Americans 
fling charges of “looting” so freely 
about if 128 billion dollars worth 
of their own industrial, residence, 
business and agricultural assets: 
had been wiped off by the Nazis? 

In regard to three treproaches 
now directed by Washington 
against Moscow, the astonished 
Russians answer that they are 
merely carrying out solemn cove- 
nants pledged with the Anglo- 
American powers. These refer to 
German reparations from current 
production, use of German labor 
and demands on Turkey for Soviet 
participation in control of the 
Dardanelles. 

At the Yalta conference of Feb. 
411, 1945, President Roosevelt 
and Prime Minister Churchill 
granted concessions which became 
fully known only recently, when 
the “secret” papers were made

In return for such admissions, 
Russians will perhaps try to un- 
derstand just what are the com- 
ponents in their system and meth- 
ods that estrange American sym~- 
pathies. ‘It all goes back to the 
history of Socialism, which under-

Yet it is probably true, as John 
Foster Dulles contends, that the 
chief quarre; of America and Rus- 
sia lies in the domain of civil and 
political rights. The Soviet Union 
has a constitution which is ad- 
mirable in many respects and in 
some ahead of our own. 


Supposing it were announced to- 
morrow that the Russian constitu- 
tion had been amended by adding 
a genuine Bill of Rights? 


What if the Kremlin guaranteed 
to its own citizens and those of 
its dependencies the freedoms of 
religion, speech, press, assembly 
and petition; security against un- 
reasonable searches and seizures; 
swift, public and impartial trials, 
without cruel and unusual punish- 
ments; and no deprivation of life, 
liberty and property without due 
process of law? 


Would not such a revolution 
exert a powerful and favorable ef- 
fect on American public opinion? 
A precedent luckily exists. Com- 
munism in Russia persecuted 
Christianity for 22 years, Soviet 
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cities were placarded with the 
tenet: “Religion is the opium of 
the people.” Then, in another 
crisis, that of the German attack 
in 1941, Stalin announced the re- 
establishment of the Orthodox 
Church, American response was 
enthusiastic. It accounted in no 
small degree for American sup- 
port of lend-lease to the Soviet 
Union, 

Before western culture also 
looms a great task. “If we are 
very, wise,” suggests Harold Nich- 
olson, noted English diplomat and 
author, “we can in practice show 
the world that the Marxist dia- 
lectic ig not scientific, that cap- 
italism can in fact avoid the 
dread cycle of boom and slump 
and war, and that the liberal 
world can offer a way of life 
which is infinitely more humane 
and agreeable, while no less cer- 
tain, than the way of life which 
Communism preaches.” 

And above all, by day and by 
night, men on every continent 
and on both sides should be taught 
to remember the truth that the 
crown of all war crimes is war 
of aggression. 
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took to complete the liberation of 
man by striking off his economic 
as well as political fetters. This 
ideal entranced some of the 
noblest spirits of the nineteenth 
century, 

A product of western European 
culture, Socialism as practised un- 
der the Second International 
sought as a matter of course to 
unite a large area of public own- 
efship with the broadest possible 
space of individual freedom, Karl 
Marx himself promised that with 
the triumph of ‘is cause the state 
would “wither away.” Common 
man was to inherit liberties be- 
yond his dreams. 

In Russia, Socialism fell into 
Oriental hands. Lenin sharpened 
it into a militant and ruthless 
gospel, in the hope that it would 
overrun the world. The Soviet 
Union was to become the father- 
land of workers everywhere, and 
the champion of all colonia] and 
colored peoples. Upon the en- 
lightened vision of men like Jean 
Jaures and Lucien Herr, Lenin 
imposed the only sort of adminis- 
tration his countrymen had ever 
known. 

From the Mongol conquest in 
1240, they had been inured for 700 
years to living in a totalitarian re- 
gime under the despotism of an 
absolute dictator. During the 400 
of these years, from the reign. of 
Ivan the Aerrible in the sixteenth 
century, they had learned to ac- 
cept the added tyrannies of a po- 
lice state. For 280 years, from 
1581 to 1861, the overwhelming 
mass of Russians were Serfs, 
bought and sold with the land they 
tilled. It is a curious fact that no 
Russian government, however 
cruel and oppressive, has ever been 
overthrown or seriously threatened 
save as a consequence of military 


disaster. 

Stalin's several “Five Year 
Plans” descended in direct line 
from the savage reforms of Peter 
the Great. In time the Georgian 
harnessed to’ his autocracy two 
forces that have always been pow- 
erful in the Russian heart. They 
are nationalism and lust for terri- 
torial aggrandizement, Of late a 
flavor of Pan-Slavism appears dis- 
cernible. The over-all result is 
present-day Communism. 

Americans do not object to the 
Union of Soviet Socialist Republics 
because, as the title indicates, its 
basis is Socialism. We delight to 
honor Leon Blum, the Socialist 
and were flattered in 
1936 when his Popular Front be- 
came renowned as “the French 
New Deal.” We find no difficulty 
in associating ourselves with the 
Labor Government in England, 
which follows the line of the Sec- 
ond International. In Germany 
and Austria we beam indulgently 
upon parties that are collectivist 
though anti-Communist, such as 
the Christian Socialists and Social 
Democrats. 

What we fear is not Socialism 
but the superstructure § reared 
upon it in Moscow. We dislike its 
dictatorship and political police, 
with their arms of espionage and 
terror. We admit the right of any 
people to choose Communism if 
the preference is free and open 
and made by majority ballot in 
honest elections. But we oppose 
minorities, led by Soviet puppets, 
who thrust Communism on other 
states by means of coercion and 
intimidation. There is reason to 
believe that is what happened in 
Poland, Rumania and Hungary. 

We protest when Moscow seeks 
to ready ourselves and other peo- 
ples for slaughter by hobbling us 
with “Fifth Columns,” particularly 
in the trade union movement. 
Other things of which Americans 
disapprove in the Soviet Union 
are its indifference to human life 
and its secretiveness and sus- 
picion. | 

If Russia was frightened by the 
atom bomb, the American people 
are alarmed by the aggression 
with which a huge system of. So- 
vietized states has been organized 
since 1939 in Europe and Asia. 
The extent and population of this 
new Communist confederacy: are 
less formidable than its strategic 
position. 

Americans are growing to real- 
ize that the Soviet Union has al- 
most precisely fulfilled the pro- 
gram which Gen. Karl Haushofer 
gave to Hitler as a chart for 
global empire, and which Haus- 
hofer learned from the creator of 

opolitics, the late Sir Halford J. 

ackinder of Oxford. University. 

To the enormous inland area of 
Europe and Asia which is inacces- 
sible to sea power Mackinder gave 
the name of the “Heartland.” The 
“World Island,” in his scheme, is 
Africa combined with the Eura- 
sian land mass. This was the Eng- 
glishman's formula: “Who rules 
East Europe commands the Heart- 
land; he who rules the Heartland 
commands the World’ Island; and 
he who controls the World Island 
commands the world.” 

Except for the other occupation 
zones in Germany, the Soviet Un- 
ion today commands East Europe, 
which Mackinder termed “the geo- 
graphical pivot of history.” Rus- 
sian boundaries or spheres of in- 
fluence inclose a vast portion of 
the Heartland, from the Danube 
basin to Outer Mongolia. The re- 
maining steps are the World Is 
land and the globe itself. The

Gen, Markes Said to Balk 
at Plans to Give Terri- 
tory to Yugoslavia, Bul- 
garia. 5

ATHENS, April 19 (UP)—Twen- 
ty thousand Greek guerrillas, ha- 
rassed by the Greek Army offen- 
sive and divided by a _ conflict 
within the Communist party, were 
retreating northward today to 
form a front in the mountains 
near the frontier with Albania, 
Yugoslavia and Bulgaria. 

The guerrillas’ aim appeared to 
be creation of a front leaving 
them a line of retreat into the 


neighboring countries. 

eutral military observers said 
the Government offensive in north- 
ern Thessaly against 2000 encircled 
guerrillas had failed. Despite op- 
position by 5000 troops, the major 
part of the guerrilla forces have 
slipped through the Army lines to 
the haven of the northern moun- 
tains 

War Minister George Stratos. 
back from the battle area, said 
guerrilla casualties up to Thursday 

night were 650, He said the Greek 
Army had no wounded and only 
12 frostbite victims. 

Disagreement Reported. 

Communist sources said the 
greatest danger to the guerrillas 
was not the Army but a serious 
disagreement within the party as 
to whether it should support moves 
to give parts of northern Greece 
to Yugoslavia and Bulgaria. 

One group backed by non-Greek 
Communists supports. a “plan for 
a Greater South Slavia” which 
includes transfer of Greek terri- 
tory. The other group known as 
“nationalist Communists” refuses 
to consider yielding Greek terri- 
tory. . 

Nicolas Zachariades, leader of 
the Greek Communist party, left 
Moscow five days ago for Saloni- 
ka. Allied intelligence sources 
believe he has crossed into Yugo- 
siavia for a conference with rep- 
resentatives of Georgi Dimitrov, 
the Bulgarian Premier. 

Communist sources said Zacha- 
riades is seriously concerned by 
the refusal of Gen. Markos, lead- 
er of the “Free Democratic par- 
ty,” to agree to plans for ceding 
Greek territory, 

Moving by Night. 

The large guerrilla force con- 
centrated in Thessaly and west- 
ern Macedonia, one of the rich- 
est Greek areas, was moving by 
night into the mountains along 
the Albanian, Yugoslav and Bul- 
garian borders. They hope to es- 
tablish a line frum Yannina near 
the Albanian border to north of 
Florina, near the Yugoslav bor- 
der, and thence east to the 
heights around Sidhirokastron, 15 
miles south of Bulgaria. 

A guerrilla force which landed 
by sea on the Peloponnesus penin- 
sula in southern Greece was re- 
ported retreating across the strait 

at Patras toward the mainjand 
and the Albanian border. 

The War Minister said mopping 
up operations by mixed groups 
of soldiers, gendarmes and peas- 
ants were in progress against en- 
circled guerrilla bands in Thes- 
saly. 


UNION DELAYS WALL STREET 
STRIKE SET FOR TOMORROW 


NEW YORK, April 19 (UP)— 
A strike scheduled for Monday by 
about 2000 Wall Street financial 
employes was called off tempo- 
rarily today when union leaders 
agreed to meet at City Hall and 
discuss the dispute with a three- 


man mediation board. 

The action came after the AFL 
United Financial Employes Union 
received an appeal from Acting 
Mayor John J. Bennett Jr., to 
postpone its walkout against the 
New York Stock and Curb Ex- 
changes and five brokerage 
houses—a strike that would crip- 
ple the world’s greatest financial 
center. 

Bennett said he had appointed 
a committee of three “outstand- 
ing citizens” to try to reach a 
settlement and asked the union 
to send representatives to a 
meeting Monday morning.

WASHINGTON, April 19 (AP) 
—Thousands of regular and tem- 
porary Army officers face a

A War Department request for 
nearly $500,000,000 “for pay of the 
Army” between now and July 1 
stirred up protests at a closed ses- 
sion of the Senate Appropriations 
Committee.

Ball, Schriver or Street? 
AT WOLKIND, steel man 
N and baseball fan, threw an 
opening game quiz party at 
the Coronado Hotel Friday noon 
and one of the questions caused 
a slightly heated argument. 

The question was, “Who was 
the first player to catch a base- 
ball thrown from the top of the 
Washington Monument?” 

Several guests answered that 
Charles (Gabby) Street was the 


first to turn the trick, and there 
were dissenting voices when Wil- 


liam (Pop) Schriver was identi-, 


fied as the man to whom the 
honor’ belonged. 

Inasmuch as the information 
about Schriver was furnished by 
J. G. Taylor Spink’s Sporting 
News, which makes a habit of 
being right, we were inclined to 
accept the Schriver answer as 
correct. 

Clifford Kachline,of the Sport- 
News, was asked to check back 
on the incident and he relayed 
the following information: 


An issue of thé Sporting News, 
dated Sept. 1, 1894, tells how on 
1894, Schriver, Clark 
Griffith, Frank Bennett, H, P. 
Burney, Col. DeBaum and 
Messrs. Parrott, Decker, Strat- 
ton and Hutchinson‘went to the 
Washington Monument. Griffith 
and Hutchinson climbed to the 
top of the monument and Grif- 
fith tossed a ball from the north 
window, Schriver, the story re- 
lates, stood still and made no at- 
tempt to catch the ball. Griffith 
then tossed a second ball and 
Schriver caught it.: 

About that time the police as- 
signed to guard the monument 
awoke to what was going on and 
stopped the stunt, threatening to 
make arrests if the baseball men 
didn’t desist. 

It was 14 years later that Gab- 
by Street caught a ball dropped 
from the monument, according 
to the Sporting News records, 

Inasmuch as the Washington 
Monument was completed about 
1884, according to available in- 
formation, it may be presumed 
that the balls caught by Schri- 
ver and Street were tossed from 
approximately the same height. 

This doesn't change the status 
of Gabby Street in our book, 
He was a great catcher, he won 
two pennants and a world series 
leading the Cardinals and he’s a 
“colorful” after-dinner racon- 
teur.

CHICAGO, Ill, April 18—Muddy Ruel, who deesn’t.want any 
push-button ball: players on his ball club, will permit the Browns to 
run at their own discretion in an effort to compensate for what may 
be a shortage of power necessary to drive men around the bases. 


The Brownie manager’s com- 
ments about his virtual carte 
blanche to his base-runners came 
just after today's game with the 
Chicago White Sox had been post- 


poned because of cold weather. 

The first doubleheader of the 
season will be played tomorrow, 
weather permitting; and Cliff 
Fannin and either Bob Muncrief 
or Fred Sanford will face the Sox, 
who are expected to use right- 
handed Orval Grove and Thorn- 
ton Lee, veteran lefthander, or 
Eddie Lopat, the clever southpaw. 
Lopat shut out Bob Feller and 
Cleveland opening day. 

“I don’t like this delay at giv- 
ing Muncrief his first start, but 
I've got to list him as tentative 
again because he believes cold 
weather would be harmful to his 
comeback,” Ruel said. Muncrief 
had explained earlier. that -.ever 
since bone chips were removed 
from his pitching elbow in 1943 
he has had a stiff arm for about 
two weeks after any game hurled 
under low-temperature conditions. 

Only Four Runs Batted In. 

About the initiative he had §ex- 
tended to his athletes, Ruel ex- 
plained that if the Browns had a 
powerhouse attack, the alertness 
to take an extra base or to steal 
a base might be unnecessary. But 
in their first games the St. Louis 
American Leaguers have batted in 
only four runs, 

“There’s basically more fun in 
doing the unexpected and taking 
the chance, though understand 
that I firmly believe in playing 
the cold percentages,” Muddy said. 
But to make the most of your 
scoring opportunities, you can’t 
have push-button ball jplayers.

Still a Percentage Player.

The risk 
on running obviously is too great 
when a club is three or four runs 
behind, and a player violating 
good judgment would be har- 
nessed by bench direction. 

“You've got to play the game 
pretty much by the. book, but not 
entirely,” Ruel said, illustrating

WASHINGTON, April 19. 


N the same marble building on Consti- 
| tution avenue that quartered the Com- 

bined and Joint Chiefs of Staff during 
the war, the Atomic Energy Commission, 
now that its members have finally been ap- 
proved by the Senate, is making long-range 
plans for the military, industrial and medi- 
cal use of the world’s most awesome secret. 


The location of the Commission’s head- 
quarters is symbolic. The building was 
originally designed for the Public Health 
Service. Facing south, it overlooks the so- 
called “temporary” Army and Navy struc- 
tures erected during World War I. On its 
eastern side is a small park with a sculp- 
tured reproduction of the Marines raising 
the Americeg flag on Iwo Jima; to the west 
is the more pretentious Federal Reserve 
System building with its carefully tended 
grounds and huge black fountains. Beyond 
this is the National Academy of Sciences, 
and further on, the old Naval Hospital. 
This limited region represents much that 
concerns the war and peacetime ‘uses of this 
new, transcendent power and the astronomi- 
eal costs of its discovery and development. 


On the second floor, on the south side, 
are the offices of the five members of the 
Commission, headed by 47-year-old David 
E. Lilienthal, whose nomination was held 
up, with those of other ¢ommissioners, for 
11 weeks by Senator McKellar of Tennes- 
see. At the far end of their connected of- 
is a medium-sized conference room 
with a T-shaped table for the numerous 
Bcientific, military and administrative dis- 
cussions.

Wartime Regulations 

Still Strictly Enforced. 

Wartime security regulations are still 
strictly enforced within the building and on 
all officials and employes throughout the 
entire atomic energy establishment. Admis- 
sion of outsiders to the building is by ap- 
pointment only. Identification cards must 
be signed at the door, a visitor’s badge 
worn, and visitors escorted to the offices 
they seek. Inside the commissioners’ of- 
fices are red signs above the electric light 
switches: “ARE YOUR SAFES LOCKED?” 


Because of the secrecy imposed by the 
Atomic Energy Act of August, 
Commissioners are reluctant to talk about 
what they are doing and categorically de- 
cline discussion of specific projects. Secur- 
ity restrictions are tighter than they were 
in wartime to overcome the natural ten- 
Gency during peacetime to be lax or 
thoughtless about information. Penalties 

for violating the security regulations are 
severe. The law itself provides a death 
penalty or life imprisonment for anyone who 
intentionally gives out secret information 
that would injure the United States or se- 
cure an advantage to any foreign nation. 


Politely but firmly the Commissioners re- 
quest that all material intended for publica- 
tion be reviewed. 

The restrictions, however, permit a gen- 
eral, overall picture of the whole establish- 
ment, which has already cost $2,500,000,- 
000 and for which $500,000,000 has been 
asked for the next fiscal year, and some of 
its unique problems. 


Immediate Problem 
Is One of Personnel. 


The immediate problem—and it is not 
unique in the national government at this 
time—is that of personnel. The 11 weeks 
of debate, and particularly the “smear cam- 
paign” directed by McKellar against Lilien- 
thal, nét only damaged the morale of the 
whole organization; it virtually stopped re- 
cruitment of needed scientific, engineering 
and administrative brains. 

As to Lilienthal himself, the attacks by 
 MeKellar and Senators Taft and Bricker of 
~ Ohio, were especially dispiriting.. At one 
time it was doubtful whether he would be 
‘confirmed. Friends say that his spirits 
“greatly revived after the defeat of the 
“Bricker motion to have Senate action on all 
the nominees suspended until the FBI could 
“Investigate and rt. Had the Senate ap- 
‘proved this cunning move, the work of the 
Commission would have been set back many 
“months. 

Since their recess appointments by Presi- 
-dent Truman in October last year, the five 
‘Commissioners have been gradually working 
-out the details of their organization. 

Besides Lilienthal, the members are Rob- 
ert F. Bacher, a physicist; Sumner T. Pike, 
a former member of the Security and Ex- 
change Commission; Lewis L. Strauss, 
banker and a wartime admiral, and W. W. 
Waymack, editor. 

The Commission is, and will remain, a 
policy ma’'r" rather than an administra- 
tive group, ci. te the fact that some of the 
commissioners are experts in their particular

fields, as, for instance, Bacher, in nuclear 
physics. 

The 1946 law set up the general divi- 
sions of labor, but other divisions must be 
created. . The four statutorially stipulated 
were: Military application, headed by Brig. 
Gen. James McCormack; Production, headed 
by Walter J. Williams; Research, by James 
B. Fisk, and Engineering, for which a head

has not been chosen. The law also provided 
for. a general manager, the position given 
86-year-old Carroll L. Wilson, and general 
counsel, which went to Herbert S. Marks, 
a former assistant of Under Secretary of 
State Acheson. 

The divisions which had to be created 
by the Commission and at present for the 
most part, have only acting heads are Ad- 
ministrative Services, Security, Information, 
Budget and Comptroller. 

For the security so vital to the entire or- 
ganization, Frank J, Wilson, former chief 
of the Secret Service who earlier had a 
spectacular detective career in the Treasury 
Department tax service, has been retained 
as a consultant. 


Many Meetings Held 
During Senate Hearings. 


While the Senate hearings and debate 
were going on the Commission met when- 
ever and wherever it could, sometimes three 
and four times a day. The larger meetings 
were in the plain, yellow-walled conference 
room with the Commission members seated’ 
at the crossbar of the T-shaped table and 
other officials, supplied with paper, pencils 
and ash-trays, ‘directly in front of them. At 
two-month intervals there were sessions 
with the general advisory committee, headed 
by Prof. J. Robert Oppenheimer. This 
9-man group includes such topflight sci- 
entists as Dr. James B. Conant, Prof. 
Enrico Fermi and Cyril S. Smith. More 
frequent meetings were held with the six 
members of the Military Liaison Committee, 
of which Lt. Gen. L. H. Brereton, U.S.A., i 

chairman. Maj. Gen. Leslie R. Groves, di- 
rector of the now abolished Manhattan 
Engineer District, is a member of this com- 
mittee, The ranking naval member is Rear 
Adm. T. A. Solberg. 

Though the pay scale is higher than the 
usual Government levelse—the chairman re- 
celves $17,500 a year; members, $15,000, 
general manager, $15,000 and division man- 
agers, $14,000—the Commission has to use 
persuasions and pressures to get the men it 
must have. In many instances the jobs re- 
quire a financial sacrifice, a loss of secur- 
ity and the giving up of personal freedoms 
and comforts. The “‘sales talk’’ emphasizes 
patriotism, public service, love of science 
and an opportunity to participate in a tre- 
mendous pioneering scientific adventure. 


No Controversies 
Within the Commission. 


The terms of the present commissioners 
expire Aug. 1, 1948. After that date, and 
nominations are again confirmed by the 
Senate, the tenures will be staggered. One 
member is already saying privately that he 
has no intention of remaining after that 
time. 

The commissioners are agreed that Presi- 
dent Truman’s selection of the first five 
commissioners was extremely “happy’’ and 
that there has been no fundamental contro- 
versy within the group. Although of diverse 
backgrounds and training, the commission- 
ers have been able to “talk out” their dis- 
agreements. There have been no tempera- 
mental clashes, a- often occurs on hydra- 
headed policy bo” ier. 

The two year ‘‘prohationary” terms were

the possibility that one or more of the 
members could not work with their col- 
leagues. 

The smooth working of the present or- 
ganization is partly due to Lilienthal’s per- 
sonality and administrative training in the 
Tennessee Valley Authority, which he 
joined when he was 33 years old. 

There are many points of similarity be- 
tween the TVA and the Atomic Energy 
Commission. Both required a huge initial 
outlay of capital—the TVA investments 
total more than three-quarters of a billion 
dollars—both are huge establishments, both 
require co-operation with private industries 
and both supervise the work of thousands 
of men—the AEC has 5000 direct employes 
and about 60,000 working for contractors. 
As TVA chairman Lilienthal described the 
work of that agency in words that could be 
applied, with little change, to the work of 
the Commission, 

“I believe,” he wrote several years 
ago, “that men may learn to work with 
the forces of nature, neither despoiling 
what God has given nor helpless to put 
them to use. I believe that through the 
practice of demiocracy the world of tech- 
nology holds out the greatest opportunity 
in all history for the development of the 
individual, according to his own talents, 
aspirations, and willingness to carry the 
responsibilities of a free'man. . 

“We have a choice: to use science 
either for evil or for good. I believe men 
can make themselves free. These convic- 
tions have been fortified as I have seen 
them take on substance and become part 
of the life of this valley and of its 
people.” 


Believes Democracy 
Can Surmount Any Trials. 


This statement was a forerunner of his 
famous credo which he uttered before the 
Senate Atomic Energy Committee after he 
had been baited by McKellar as a friend of 
communism. At that time he said: 

“I deeply believe in the capacity. of de- 
mocracy to surmount any trials that may 
lie ahead, provided only that we practice it 
in our daily lives.” 

Lilienthal’s faith in democracy and its 
processes will again be put to the test when 
the Commission goes to Congress for its 
annual appropriations. This is the second 
immediate task before the Commission, and 
it will reveal how Senators and Representa- 
tives face the unique problem in peacetime 
of appropriating hundreds of millions of 
dollars for a project without being told

exactly what the money is for. If the 
AEC’s appropriation request followed usual 
procedures before appropriations committees 
there could be no secrecy of its operations. 
A foreign government or a saboteur would 
need only to read the committee reports to 
learn important secrets. 

The budget for next fiscal year requests 
$250,000,000 for current operations and 
$250,000,000 for future contract commit- 
ments. The 1946 law provided that any 
unexpended balance shall remain available 
for expenditure for four years after the ex- 
piration of the fiscal year for which it was 
appropriated. 


Labor Relations 
A Delicate Matter. 


This provision was put in to assure con- 
tinuous operation of the varions plants 
throughout the country. This brings up the 
question of what would happen if labor 
troubles threatened to stop the necessary 
continuous operations. This is a delicate 
subject and demonstrates why administra- 
tors of the greatest tact and ability are nec- 
essary throughout the establishment. A work 
stoppage, from whatever cause, would re- 
sult in great damages and might be highly 
dangerous. 

The Commission's first report to Congress 
revealed that the employes of the Carbide 
and Carbon Chemical Corp., which operates 
the gas diffusion plant at Oak Ridge for 
the separation of U-235, are now repre- 
sented by a CIO union, and that those of 
the Monsanto Chemical plant for general 
nuclear research are represented by an AFL 
affiliate, 

On this point the report said: 

“Labor contracts, negotiated by these 
companies and their respective unions, had 
been presented to Manhattan District for ap- 
proval. At the request of the Commission, 
the contracts were examined by an advisory 
board consisting of David A. Morse, Assis- 
tant Secretary of Labor; George H. Taylor, 
former chairman of the War Labor Board 
and a member of the faculty of the Wharton 
School, and Lloyd K. Garrison, former gen- 
eral counsel and later chairman of the War 
Labor Board. Pursuant to the recommen- 
dations of this advisory board, the Com- 
mission approved execution of the contracts 
subject to further consideration of. those 
clauses affecting security and continuity of 
work.” 


Commission’s Morale 
Coming Back to Normal. 


May these unions strike against the con- 
tractors and hence indirectly against the 
Federal Government?

It is a framework for legislation other 
states conceivably may follow. Already the 
spirit has invaded Missouri. Representative 
Howard Elliott has recommended establish- 
ment of a similar investigatéon for the state. 

The report makes no concrete legislative 
proposals. Instead it points out directions 
legislation ought to take and objectives it 
should cover. Its scope is broad and the 
truly remarkable thing about it is that it 
has carried the unanimous approval of the 
nine men, though their basic philosophies 
are necessarily divergent.

Other recommen- 
dations along the same lines are to avoid 
strike votes before an impasse, avold un- 
necessary delays, be- 
gin negotiations with 
proposals rather than 
demands, keep rec- 
ords, insist on facts 
instead of arguments, 
and recognize that- 
negotiations may 
change minds on both 
sides. There is an in- 
junction, too, to pre 
serve sood manners. 

The conciliation 
service, the commit- 
tee believes, is & 
‘* fire - prevention” 
agency. It should not 
be used only as a last 
resort. Its job should 
be to prevent. “last 
resorts,’ to create @ 
condition which min- 
imizes emergencies. 
One objective of the 
service as seen by the 
committee is to en- 
courage voluntary 
agreements of a long- 
time nature for set- 
tling future differ- 
ences over contracts. 
These would constitute the rules of the 
game, so to speak, not the actual terms of 
work and they would last for periods of 
from three to five years or more. 


Public utility workers are in a special 
class, the report notes. ‘People upon whose 
work the public health and safety immedi- 
ately depend may have on paper the right 
to strike, but an extensive use of the right 
to strike would result in its being taken 
away from them. In other words, the 
right to strike is in effect a right which 
they possess only so long as they do not 
use it.”’ 


The report cites commonwealth legisla- 
tion already enacted which authorizes 
‘seizure by the Governor, if necessary, to 
‘| keep essential services flowing. But it does 
‘not believe that seizure is the most desir- 
able way of dealing with such disputes. It 
iprefers, in the case of essential industries, 
conciliation and arbitration; if these fgil, 
‘however, it would require the recalcitrant 
party to show cause why it refuses to con- 
ciliate or arbitrate. The net impact of pub- 
lic opinion, the committee feels, will fore- 
‘stall any strike. 


‘Committee Deplores 
| Raiding Rival Unions. 


| The committee opposes the closed shop. 
_But when it is granted it believes that the 
| union must be required to maintain an open 
membership. The penalty it proposes for 
denying the rights of membership for any 
valid reason would be to forbid the deny- 
ing union the right to a closed shop con- 
tract, 

The committee deplores jurisdictional 
strikes which seek to raid members of «a 
| second union. It believes in the need for 
‘injunctive relief for either employer or 
‘union picketed by a rival union, In the 
case of jurisdictional conflicts growing out 
of a contest over given work, it advocates 
voluntary arbitration of the dispute and s 
rigid adherence to the arbitrators award. 

Whether all of the committee’s recom- 
mendations can be translated into law re- 
mains in question. The point is that much 
of the program can be legislated. The rest 
is up to labor and management—especially 
if they dislike the prospect of rigorous labor

When He Was a Boy 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

I noticed in the Post-Dispatch the 
other night an interview with the Mayor 
of St. Louis in which he undertook to 
correct one of your editorial writers who 
had referred to a game as “tibby,” say- 
ing that it should have been “tippy.” 

Only a callous youth like Al Kauf- 
mann or an ascetic such as an edito- 
rial writer, who spends his life in the 
musty confines of an editorial room, 
could be guilty of so grievous an error 
as to refer to that ancient game as 
either “tibby” or “tippy.” 

The proper name of the game was 
“tip-tap,” derived, no doubt, as a matter 
of onomatopoeia from the sound made 
by the bat which was held in the hand 
and the missile which lay on the ground 
at the beginning of each stroke. The 
missile was pointed at both ends, and 
you struck the tip sharply with the bat 
edgewise, which caused the missile to 
fly into the air, when it was then struck 
with the flat side of the bat. 

Thus came the sound “tip,” as you 
struck the missile, and “tap,” as you 
struck it with the flat of the bat. 


The game was played by such stars . 


as Morris Taubenson, Harry Josephson, 
Dr. Al Goldman, Adm. Ben Moree] and 
others of lesser fame. 

In the game as played, the missile 
was numbered according to the sides it 
had, and you threw it on the ground 
and took as many strokes as the num- 
mer that appeared at the top. Some- 
times a cylindrical missile was used, in 
which event the missile was thrown into 
a ring, each segment of which was 
marked according to the number of 
strokes to be taken by the player. You 
scored according to the number of 
strides it took you to return from where 
the missile finally rested to the point 
of beginning of the game. There were 
other refinements that are not neces- 
sary to mention here. ' 

The missile might have been referred 
to as “tippy” in later years after the 
decline of American youth, which ac- 
companied the paving of all the streets 
in St. Louis, which also did away with 
the fine art of rock-throwing. 

My indignity was aroused a little 
over a year ago when Time magazine 
reported that some dentist in Los An- 
geles claimed to have invented a sort 
of sidewalk golf. To my amazement, 
he described his brain-child exactly in 
the way the ancient and honorable game 
of “tip-tap” was played circa 1904 by 
the boys in the neighborhood of Carr

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Economic Civil War 

The Industrial Relations Committee of the 
State Senate has reported out a bill outlawing 
jurisdictional strikes and the secondary boycott. 
Strikes over what union shall represent a given 
group of employes or which union’s members 
shall do certain work have no moral justifica- 
tion. They are a needless drag on labor itself, 
on industry and on the public. 

A good example of the jurisdictional strike 
occurred in’ St. Louis last week. In a dispute 
‘between the. carpenters’ union and the hodcar- 
riers’ union, 10 building projects were closed 
down flat. A few weeks before, a jurisdictional 
brawl between these two unions sent three men 
to the hospital, and closed down construction on 
an annex to a Sears, Roebuck store. AFL head- 
quarters in Washington has the dispute under 
consideration, but appears to lack authority or 
initiative to effect a settlement. 

Some power-hungry labor leaders are always 
ready to raid the members of another union, or 
to force an employer to throw out the members 
of one union and employ those of another. Or- 
derly procedures must be prescribed by law to 
restrain predatory grabs for members, dues and 
power. 

ee ee, Deere 

Disputes over what union shall have the right 
to certain work fall in a slightly different cate- 
gory, but they are no less costhy and frustrating. 
Neither in federal or state law is there at pres- 
ent any machinery for settling these questions. 

It-is not enough merely to say, as the State 
Senate bill now says, that strikes from these 
causes are forbidden.’ Procedures must be set 
up to determine. what union ought to have juris- 
diction in a given plant and what union’s mem- 
bers perform certain work. The bill must be 
revised to name some appropriate agency—the 
State Industrial Commission, the proposed state 
mediation board or some other body—to make a 
determination which shall have the force of law. 

* * . 

In the secondary boycott one union refuses to 
install equipment made by another union—or 
perhaps by a non-union shop. The AFL elec- 
trical workers’ union usually refuses to install 
electrical equipment made in a factory whose 
workers are organized by the CIO. Recently a 
large Indiana manufacturer of industrial equip- 
ment, whose plant was manned by CIO men, 
was advised by a private labor expert that he 
might as well go out of business or find a way 
to turn his plant over to the AFL. Most installa- 
tions of his type of product were made by AFL 
electricians, and they would not handle his ma- 
chinery. 

Carried to its logical conclusion, this sort of 
thing would split the United States into two 
rival economies, one AFL and the other CIO, 
with the members of each refusing to have any 
part in handling or processing the products of 
the other. 

Legislation on the secondary boycott, never- 
theless, is a delicate matter. As presently 
drawn, the bill at Jefferson City calls for fine 
and imprisonment of any workman who refuses 
to handle the materials presented to him by his 
employer. This goes too far. A worker obvi- 


. ously has no right to lay down his tools and go 


home, because he is asked to handle materials 
made by a rival unién. But he may conscien- 
tiously claim the right not to handle materials 
made by a non-union sweatshop. We doubt very 
much that a jury would convict a man prose- 
cuted under these circumstances. 

Sumner Slichter, professor of labor economics 
at Harvard, suggests simply that: 

Strikes for the purpose of compelling 
workers to shift from one union to another, 
or for the purpose -of punishing men for 
joining one union rather than another, shall 

- be illegal. 

A law which went thus far and no further 
would prevent nearly all the trouble, and it 
would not invade what could on any proper 
showing be termed a man’s right of conscience. 

* + . 

It may be assumed that the Legislature is in- 
tent only, upon legislation to strike a proper 
balance against labor abuses. Yet the drafting 
of these laws is infinitely complex, if all parties 
concerned are to be fairly treated. 

The Madison bill, the omnibus forerunner of 
the bills now reported out by the Senate Indus- 
trial Relations Committee, was a hasty and un- 
workable hodgepodge. The new bills are an 
improvement, but they will require careful revi- 
sion if they are to be effective and if they are 
to represent balanced justice to all parties con- 
cerned, 
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Watch With a Wary Eye 

The longer the perspective with which the 

country views the presidential order for a loyalty 
check of all: Government employes, the more po- 
litical the whole business appears. 
_ Note the timing of Mr. Truman’s order. It was 
not issued six months ago when the Administra- 
tion was trying to win the midterm congressional 
election. Then ‘the Administration was careful 
to court all possible independent support. It was 
equally careful not to alienate votes, 

Now that the Republicans have won control of 
both branches of Congress and the governorships 
of all the electorally important states, the Ad- 
ministration changes its tack. 

Apparently, Mr. Truman thought he saw the 
G.O.P. make a gesture toward the holster and 
decided to beat it to the draw. It is a risky beat 
on several counts. 

Moreover, what the Administration proposes 
to do with fanfare, inquisitorial risk and expen- 
diture of an estimated $50,000,000, has been done 
all along, quietly and fairly effectively. Civil 
Service Commission figures show that over a 
three-year period, 317 out of 246,284 employes 
investigated were deemed ineligible, chiefly be- 
cause of questioned loyalty. 

Assuredly the Administration ‘as a grave re- 
sponsibility to protect this country from breaches 
in loyalty such as occurred in Canada where a 
Soviet agent’s revelations showed that employes 
in responsible Government places were handing 
over highly classified information. But it has 

_at least equal responsibility to protect freedom 
of thought and to avoid a witch hunt. 

Is it likely, moreover, that the avowed end will 
be gained by the method proposed? No school 
teacher was made any more loyal because of the 
teachers’ oath laws which our Nervous Nellies 
pushed through some of the more excitable state 


legislatures a few years ago. At the same time, 
many a loyal teacher was outraged at the slur 
on demonstrated devotion to the country’s cardi- 
nal principles. 

Loyalty investigation, purge of subversives, 
witchhunt—call it what you will—this business 
now dumped in Attorney General Clark’s lap 
smells political. Enforcement of the loyalty or- 


der is to be watched with a wary eye. 
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Palestine to U.N. 


What Winston Churchill called “the blood and 
sHame of Palestine” will soon be on the United 
Nations agenda, by British request. The Gen- 
eral Assembly is preparing for a session to take 
the matter up April 28. But all Britain has asked 
for is a special commission to study and report 
next September. That will leave oppression and 
tyranny the status quo in the Holy Land for 
months more. 

Richard Mowrer asked in a dispatch from 
Jerusalem whether London meant to manipulate 
U.N. hearings so as to coast along with the pres- 
ent British rule in Palestine as long as possible. 
That would be a sad mistake. According to the 
League of Nations Mandates Commission, Britain 
violated her mandate with the 1939 restrictions 
on Jewish immigration, but even this legal ques- 
tion has long since been submerged in a worse 
reality. : 

Palestine is an armed camp. with three-sided 
violence, where the Jews cannot agree on how 
to proceed and the Arabs rely on such discred- 
ited Fascists as the Grand Mufti. America has 
been critical of Britain; Britain has been resent- 
ful of America; both have been worried for féar 
of Russian infiltration, and nobody has done 
much to end a dangerous situation that already 
attracts Soviet interest. 

Sumner Welles, former Under Secretary of 
State, says the first prerequisite is removal of 
British military rule. But Palestine will not 
have peace itself, nor invite peace anywhere else, 
unless there is a real attempt at a political set- 
tlement. If the U.N. is to attempt an honest 
solution, it will have to seize John Bull by the 
horns and reconsider the whole matter of Pales- 
tine trusteeship. 

In this baffling problem, some facts are clear, 
Both Arabs and Jews are in Palestine to stay. If 
they cannot live together, a new arrangement is 
required. It may be that partition is indicated, 
but the two partition schemes worked out thus 
far were unacceptable, A more likely answer 
is international administration, and U.N. may 
well be the proper agency. 

Agronomists and other experts believe Pales- 
tine has room for 100,000 of the most desperate, 
displaced European Jews. Arabs would still be 
in the majority, unless there were partition. But 
500,000 other Jews wish to leave the scene of Eu- 
ropean torments. . Bernard Baruch has pointed 
out that since 1935, Britain has accepted only 
65,000 Jewish refugees; America, 171,325; Pales- 
tine, 193,189. These figures, he said, are insig- 
nificant. 

Yet Britain needs more manpower (it is now 
using P.O.W.’s). America was in the past a tra- 
ditional haven of the oppressed; other countries 
have room for new citizens, Who offers refuge 
now? What is our own Congress doing about 
President Truman's request to lower immigra- 
tion barriers? Nothing. 

These are some of the facts of the Palestine 
situation, and none of them is pleasant. Neither 
Britain nor America has shown much inclination 
to face them, despite the obvious threat to its 
own security, and the : e obvious outrage 
against humanity. Maybe ..N. will not rush in 
where two big powers have feared to tread. But 
unless U.N. does act, it will be guilty of the most 
abject failure of its brief history. 
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To Get the Area Together 


Citizens on both sides of the river will be 
glad to know that a bill has been introduced in 
the Illinois Legislature to create an Illinois 
commission to work with a Missouri commis- 
sion on the planned development of the St. 
Louis metropolitan area. The bill at Spring- 
field admirably states the purpose for bringing 
St. Clair and Madison counties into working re- 
lations with St. Louis and St. Louis and St. 
Charles counties: 

It is evident that the better co-ordination 
and integration of the transportation, com- 
mercial, recreational, residential and other 


facilities for working and living conditions 
in the area WitLresult in great economy and 


other benefits to the nation and the two 

states, as well as to the 1,500,000 people in 

the area and the 500,000 expected to be 

added by 1955. * 

A permanent bi-state administrative body, 
such as the eminently successful New York Port 
Authority, is what the situation requires. Pre- 
sumably an agency of that sort would be recom- 
mended by the two state commissions after ex- 
ploration of common problems. 

Legislators at Jefferson City and Springfield 
can do a real service for the broad interests of 
this area by passing the initial measures as soon 
as possible. 
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Nazi Industrialists in the Dock 

Hitler’s Third Reich dictatorship was based, in 
the terse, accurate: words of Brig. Gen. Telford 
Taylor at Nuernberg yesterday, on the “unholy 
trinity of Nazism, militarism and economic im- 
perialism.” Nazism and militarism have already 
been held to account and men like Goering and 
Ribbentrop, Jodl and Keitel have paid with their 
lives for their crimes. 

With the start of the trial of Steel Magnate 
Friedrich Flick and five of his industrial asso- 
ciates, the third component of the trinity at last 
is brought to justice. That the industrialists are 
equally guilty with the mad politicians and the 
military cannot be questioned. 

The Flicks, Thyssens and Krupps were plotting 
German resurgence even before the other 
groups. On them Hitler and his irresponsible 
gang rose to power. They were the recruiters 
and the bleeders of slave labor from all over 
Europe. Their concentration camps were mills 
and factories and mines where starving men and 
women fell dead when they could work no 
longer. 

The one glaring omission of the International 
Military Tribune was its failure, largely on 
British insistence, to indict a single industrialist. 
The successor all-American court deserves world- 
wide approval for moving forthrightly to correct 
the record.

Toil Not, Nor Spin 


CONSIDER THE LILIES OF THE FIELD, by Erico 
Verissimo. Translated from the Portuguese by Jean 
Neel Karnoff, (The Macmilian Co., New York.) 

The theme of this psychological novel is 
implied in its title—life’s highest prizes are 
not grasped by those who are blinded by 
ambition. The central figure is a Brazilian 
physician who, born in poverty, has had 
etched into him by bitter experience the 
determination to advance himself and his 
career at all costs. 

His marriage is just another move in his 
perpetual struggle for security and impor- 
tance; although it brings him the appear- 
ance of success, he still has not reached a 
satisfying sense of adjustment to life. 

* * * 


The high point is reached with the death 
of Olivia, the physician’s former mistress, 
which gives him a new idea of reality. See- 
ing himself at last through her eyes, he 
abruptly changes his course and renounces 
his empty marriage with all its trappings. 

He soon discovers that as he forgets him- 
self in serving his patients his own soul be- 
gins to take coherent shape. Remembering 
the words of Olivia, who was so wise, he 
learns to “take life by the shoulders and 
kiss its face”: he loses his bitterness as he 
realizes that “life has a little of everything 
—like a market with well-stocked booths.” 

In making amends for past mistakes he 
uncovers new goals and identifies himself 
with humanity; he finds himself believing 
in God, , 

* * 


It is refreshing to find a modern novel 
which has a theme and devélops it in a con- 
vincing way. So many are like photographic 
lenses held up to a few distorted scenes 
from life, Since their authors have made 
no attempt to invest them with meaning, 
the books make little impression on their 
readers, 

Verissimo is a realist, but he tries to see 
life whole and he considers human beings 
of great and intrinsic importance. His 
characters. are real people whose problems 
arise naturally out of their own limitations; 
a few of them at least reach satisfying so- 
lutions. 

Erico Verissimo is a native of southeast- 
ern Brazil. He is known in this country 
as the author of “Crossroads” and “The 
Rest Is Silence,” and has translated into 
Portuguese the works of John Steinbeck, 
James Hilton and Aldous Huxley. His 
vigorous style makes one think of Stein- 
beck, but the latter—successful as he is— 
might profit by a few lessons from Veris- 
simo.

Unfortunately the general public knows 

Latin American art only through a few of 

its outstanding artists, and this book par- 

tially bridges the gap. 

The Mexicans have made their own way, 
led by Orozco, Rivera and Siquieros; sev- 
eral large museums and wealthy patrons 
have introduced Candido Portinari of Bra- 
zil; and the pampas and gauchos have been 
presented to us through the courtesy of 
some splendid advertising calendars, The 
rest has been a void, 


But, if you are looking for finished 
artists in this volume, you wiH sometimes 
be disappointed; if you have a _ pre- 
conceived notion of Latin-American artists 
as carbon copies of Rivera and Orozco, you 
may be surprised to find that the younger 
artists are more often derivative of the 
European schools, classical or modern, 

One would wish a fuller representation 
of the propaganda art—religious, political 
or simply penny-dreadful scandalous—so 
widely and ably used in Latin-America in 
broadsides, popular music sheets, posters 
and school textbooks, 

Yet the book is ample to show that In 
many of the graphic arts the Latin Ameri- 
cans have surpassed what we have done in 
the same field. Despite primitive necessity, 
they have come closer to expressing the 
feelings of a people than have we.

Magnificent Rebels 


CRITICS AND CRUSADERS: A CENTURY OF AMERI- 
CAN PROTEST, by Charlies A. Madison. (Heary 
Holt & Co., New York.) : 

The author of this book knows the ef- 
fects of poverty first hand. He was still a 
boy when his father’s death left him the 
oldest of five children; he went to work 
in a Detroit automobile factory when he 
was 15. When he broke out of poverty’s 
grip to work his way through the Uni- 
versity of Michigan, he began to inquire 
into the causes of social injustice. A posi- 
tive side of this continuing inquiry is his 
study of the American men and women 
who cared enough to do something about it. 
Here are capsule estimations of some of 
them, summarized from representative 
chapters in his eminently worthwhile book. 


William Lioyd Garrison, director and 
energizer of the abolitionists. Working 
dynamically and with complete concentra- 
tion, he was the foremost leader of the 
crusade which freed 4,000,000 slaves. A 
fearless man, he ranks with the greatest of 
contributors to human welfare. . 


Albert Brisbane, social reformer. From 
his experiment in communal living at 
Brook Farm, Mass., he looked to a day 
when the world would consist of a league 
of nationally organized communities with 
international headquarters at Constantino- 
ple. He was an early critic of ruthless, 
anarchic industrialization, While it is hard 
to measure the results of his life, Brisbane 
was undeniably a factor in social progress, 


Edward Bellamy, author of “Looking 
Backward.” This small-town editor and 
writer was a phenomenally successful pro- 
moter of the public ownership idea in the 
80s and '90s. No Marxist, he sought eco- 
nomic equality in Jeffersonian democracy. 

Brooks Adams, scathing critic of indus- 
trial society. This brilliant, little-known 
brother of Henry Adams enraged the Bos- 
ton Brahmins with his books, “The Law

Argument Against U. S. Policy. 


There he has made precisely

Neither President nor General 
seems to have realized that the 
one way to diminish Communist 
influence is to destroy the agso- 
ciation of democracy with poverty 
and exploitation. | 

The President, with 1948 in 
mind, has sought to trump the 
card of his Republican opponents 
by embarking on an anti-Com- 
munist campaign which combines 
the “Red Hysteria” of Attorney 
General Palmer fin 1919 with Mr. 
Churchill’s anti-Bolshevik experi- 
ments in the aftermath of the first 
world war, 

That is not a program, but a 
delusion. It only drives wunder- 
ground all dissatisfied elements in 
the community. It only gives 
power to all the forces whose 
anxiety to “discipline” democ 
is a thin veil to cover their hatred 
for the fulfillment of democracy. 

It will lead President Truman, 
as his support of Greece and Tur- 
key already makes clear, into dis- 
astrous support of all anti-demo- 
cratic regimes as it will lead De 
Gaulle into an ultimate reliance 
on all forces which led to the ca- 
pitulation and the Vichy govern- 
ment. That will provoke revolu- 
tion in France, 

Are we then to see American 
aid proferred in this fantastic 
anti-Communist crusade to assist 
in suppressing a French revolu- 
tion which will be seeking to re- 
establish democracy and freedom? 

Can no one explain to Truman 
that such a policy will divide 
America itself, and that he will 
need to begin by re-enacting the 
Alien and Sedition Laws in order 
to maintain it? 

And does he not understand that 
it was exactly this kind of policy 
which led to the great triumph 
of Jefferson in 18007 

Is there none among his ad- 
visers left to warn him that when 
he abandoned Mr. Roosevelt's pur- 
poses he put his feet on the road 
which leads inexorably to the 
third world war? 

Truman Policy and Britain. 

We in Britain at any rate have 
the vital duty of clearly and fully 
dissociating ourselves alike from 
the purposes of Truman and De 
Gaulle. We cannot, with a Social- 
ist Government in office, give one 
jot of aid or comfort to negativ- 
ism which is not merely sterile 
but wicked, Every serious ob- 
server knows that our fate as a 
nation is sealed unless the world 
finds the road to lasting peace. 

The ‘Prime Minister and the 
Foreign Secretary ought make 
clear beyond dispute, first, that 
we will not partake in the Ameri- 
can crusade against Communism; 
second, that we should see with 
and dismay an 
effort once again to put the 
chains of servitude on France. 

Between them, Truman and De 
Gaulle have given the Labor Gov- 
ernment a great opportunity of 
taking a Socialist initiative in 
international policy. That this 
initiative, should be taken without 
delay is urgent @or the peace of 
the world. 

This is the acid test of the Gov- 
ernment’s ability to see its prob- 
lems in a perspective that per- 
mits us still to hope for the pre- 
servation of civilized life in 
Europe. 

We in Britain want to be a 
democracy, not an airfield. When 
the Labor party conference meets 
at Margate five weeks from now 
its delegates will confidently ex- 
pect from the Prime Minister the 
assurance that he is determined 
to fulfill this aim. He has a 
chance of leadership in this grave 
moment which may well prove 
decisive for peace. Six months 
hence it may be too late.

Two Views on Relationship of Oil 
And American Policy in Mid-East

CAIRO, April 19. 


T is surprising to find it universally taken for granted that the 


policy of the United States Government in the Middle East is 


either dictated or deeply influenced by the great American com- 


Arabia. 

This opinion is not confined to 
the British Labor party’s bril- 
liant but frequently misinformed 
R.P.S. Crossman, nor to the er- 
ratic Henry Wallace. It is also 


firmly held by, for example, the 
editor of a Jewish leftist paper 
in Palestine, a cabinet officer in 


would probably be as frivolous 
as their counterparts in America. 
The teen cult in Russia, however, 
revolves around Communist ideol- 
ogy instead of jive talk, juke 
boxes and jitterbugging. 

There is no sharply defined 
teen-age set here. Soviet youths 
in their early teens are grouped 
with children as young as 8 years 
old, later with adults ranging up 
to 26 years. Schools for boys and 
girls are separate which puts a 
further crimp in teen-age social 
life by American standards. 
From 8 to 16, most Russian 
children of both sexes belong to 
a sort of political Boy Scouts, 
called the Young Pioneers. Each 
school has a Pioneer “detach- 
ment” composed of a “link” in 
each school class. 

Members wear red ties and are 
initiated at an impressive camp- 
fire ceremony, They ,vow to be 
obedient, help others and have 
godéd marks in school. 

Meetings are opened by a leader 
who says: “To the fight. for the 
cause of Lenin and ,Stalin. Be 
prepared.” Tthe young Pioneers 
salute’ the leader and reply in 
unison: “Always Prepared.” 
Children Attend Lectures. 


Russian children get their first 
ideological training in the Young 
Pioneers. Boys and girls meet at 
Pioneer club houses for evenings 
devoted to study circles and lec- 
tures on the spirit of collectivism. 
Classes are conducted in art, liter- 
ature, radio, automobiles, model 
planes and so forth — 


From 16 to 26 they belong to 


an Arab government and an 
American business man on a 
quick Middle East junket. Indeed, 
it is in a fair way to becoming 
an indisputable article of faith 
throughout the world that Ameri- 
can policy in this area is moti- 
vated entirely by a tender regard 
for the dividends of the stockhold- 
_ in the Arabian-American Oil 

oO. 

This is twaddle. On that all 
really qualified American ob- 
servers in this area are agreed. 
Indeed, the fact seems to be that 
both in the Middle East and in 
the United States, the executives 
of the oil companies and the 
American policy makers operate 
in entirely separate watertight 
compartments. Yet, starting from 
this basic fact two divergent 
bodies of opinion have grown up 
among important American ob- 
servers as to the future relations 
ship between oil and American 
policy in this area. 

Since this reporter has no way 
of access to the correctness of 
either view, both are outlined be- 
low. 

Veteran Official’s View. 

The first opinion is that of an 
American official of undoubted 
integrity and intelligence, a liber- 
al of the old school. Because of 
his long experience in the Middle 
East, his views and those of the 
minority who agree with him 
merit attention, however much 
one may disagree with him. Brief- 
ly, they are asg.follows: 

The very fact that contacts be- 
tween Government policy makers 
and the managers of Aramco, as 
the Arablan-American Oil Co. is 
called, are sporadic and causal is 


a Komsomol (the Communist 
League of Youth) whose aim is 
to bring youth up in the Com- 
munist ddeal. Komsomols wear a 
badge which is decorated with the 
profile of Lenin and the three 
orders which have been awarded 
the organization — the Order of 
Lenin, Red Banner and Red 
Labor. 

Russian youths begin to take an 
interest in dancing in their late 
teens. But the few night spots 
in the cities are so expensive that 
they must either have their own 
social circles in school,.go to the 
club of their parents, or to a fac- 
tory club. 

A hand-wound phonograph, ac- 
cordion, or piano supplies the mu- 
sic, except in summer when the 
parks have orchestras in open air 
dance pavilions at low cost. Rus- 
sian teen-agers dance the stand- 
ard fox trot, waltz and tango, but 
mix in plenty of polkas and other 
Russian steps to show they are 
not under the influence of the 
west. ~ 

Girls’ Smoking Frowned On. 


Many boys in their teens smoke, 
but it is considered bad morals 
for girls to smoke and few do. 
Many Russian men do not even 
approve of women smoking. 
“Coke” is unknown here, but 
lemonade is popular in summer. 
Ice cream ig a year-round fa- 
vorite, There are few ice cream 
parlors but you seerthe boys and 
girls ambling down the street eat- 
ing it. : 

Russian children are as fond of 
games as their American counter- 
parts. Swimming, skating, skiing 
and basketball, all attract them. 
They don't know baseball, but you 


dangerous. As things now stand, 
the oil men can make decisions 
which greatly affect the whole 
political and strategic situation 
in this area wholly independent 
of Government policy. 

The decision to build a railway 
in Saudi Arabia, a decision with 
obvious strategic implications, was 
made (at least according to this 
observer) without any prior con- 
sultation with American policy 
makers whatsoever. 

Again, the arrangements be- 
tween the oil men and Ibn Saud 
and other Middle Eastern poten- 
tates are made quite independent- 
ly. Yet the hundreds of millions 
of dollars which will flow into the 
pockets of these rulers have enor- 
mous political significance 
throughout the Middle East. As 
regards Ibn Saud, who is known 
to be personally incorruptible, who 
has no ambition for further mill- 
tary adventures, and who is de- 
voting most of his huge oil income 
to raising the standard of living 
of his people, this is all very well. 
But some day, Ibn Saud will die, 
and a precedent will have been és- 
tablished. 

British Example Cited. 

Thus, this observer expressed 
the fear that American policy may 


panies which control the new American oil concessions in Saudi 


be made by Aramco, with neither 
Aramco nor the . Government 
realizing what is happening, just 
as the British policy in the Far 
East, came long ago to be made 
by the British East India Co. And 
although it is universally agreed 
that the managers of Aramco are 
far-sighted and _ public-spirited 
men, they are not the Govern- 
ment. 

But it is for larger reasons that 
this observer believes that the 
activities of American private 
companies in the Middle East 
should be closely controlled. He 
interprets Soviet interests in the 
Middle East largely in terms of 
oil. He believes that if these 
Soviet aspirations were satisfied, 
the whole atmosphere in this area 
would be immediately eased. 

He therefore believes that a 
general condominium of the oil 
resources of the Middle East and 
the United Nations is essential. 
It would have two provisions. The 
first would provide for sharing 
the production of any newly dis- 
covered fields. The second would 
be modeled on the Bahrein agree- 
ment, which lays down that in- 
come arising from exploitation of 
oil resources should be devoted 
to raising the standard of living 
of the people in the area, 

Otherwise, two results are fore- 
seen. One is that the tiny ruling 
classes in the Middle Eastern 
countries would become immense- 


jly richer, while the mass of the 


people hover on the edge of star- 
vation, making social upheaval 
inevitable. The second is that 
the competition. for oil in the 
Middle East between the Soviet 
Union and the West will lead to 
war. 
Arguments Against It. 

The above is the minority view. 
The arguments against it, briefly 
outlined below, are cogent: 

Russia’s demand for oil conces- 
sions in Iran were clearly based 
on the assumption that such con- 
cessions would prove a valuable 
political weapon. 

By contrast, the operations of 
American companies in the Middle 
East are purely commercial, and 
these companies are not a polit- 
ical instrumentality of the Amer- 
ican Government. 

The real objective of the Soviet 
Union in the Middle East is not 
oil, This was clearly demonstrat- 
ed at the first Moscow conference. 
There, both the British and Amer- 
ican representatives offered to 
back any Soviet request fer com- 
mercial concessions in northern 
Iran. Foreign Minister V. M. 
Molotov brushed this offer aside, 
and the Soviets proceeded to at- 
tempt the political capture of the 
Iranian Government. 

If the Soviets consented to enter 
a fair international oil agreement 
for the Middle East, which is 
doubtful, they would merely use 
their position to further such po- 
litical ends, The only way to pre- 
vent war ig to make it absolutely 
clear to the Soviet Union that 
military or political expansion in 
this area will not be worth the 
candle, 

An intelligent choice between 
these conflicting views is enor- 
mously difficult. It is also enor- 
mously important.

U.S. Has Sent 
3 Billions of 
Aid to China 


Military Assistance, 
UNRRA and Sur- 
plus Goods Account 
for Bulk of Funds.

WASHINGTON, April 19 (AP). 

HE United States is holding 
T back on an offer of a $500,000,- 

000 loan to China until China 
achieves peace and unity and sub- 
mits a workable reconstruction 
plan. 

Grants and the unrepaid portion 
of loans advanced to China by 
the United States in the last dozen 
or so years now total more than 
three and one-third billion dollars. 

The $500,000,000 credit was set 
up by the Export-Import Bank 
immediately after President Tru- 
man’s Dec. 15, 1945, China policy 
speech saying we would finance 
China if it would pull itself to- 
gether. 

The State Department now says 
the proffered credit will be with- 
drawn June 30 unless it receives 
constructive reconstruction plans 
from China by that time. 

American money has been pour- 
ing into China for decades. One 
important item was the return of 
the Boxer funds to China. For 
the Boxer rebellion attack on 
Americans in 1900, the United 
States Government levied an in- 
demnity of a few millions. 

Soon after Pearl Harbor (Feb. 
12, 1942), Congress voted what 
it called a war loan to China, 
totalling $500,000,000. 

The Export-Import Bank has 
been extending loans of various 
sorts to China since the bank was 
established in 1934, 

The bank's purpose is to assist 
in the development of American 
trade abroad, and all loans 
have been within that, scope. 
Grants to date total $221,737,079. 
The bank says slightly more than 
$105,000,000 has been repaid. These 
advances are on a commercial 
basis and bear interest averaging 
around 3% per cent. 

Other wartime assistance, all 
‘for military purposes, is reckoned 
4 those who directed it to total 
$1,565,000,000. 

In addition, lend-lease had in 
the “pipeline” to China further as- 
sistance totaling $50,000,000 when 
the fighting stopped. This was 
sent along, with an obscure nota- 
tion that this particular lot would 
be subject to negotiation, in the 
hope China might pay for it. 

The next great item piled up 
by the United States in China’s 
behalf is the latter’s agreement 
to purchase all surplus American 
war materials (except strictly mil- 
itary items), in China and on 17 
Pacific islands. Something be- 
tween $800,000,000 and $900,000,000 
is ‘the value put upon these ma- 
terials. 

In return, the liquidation au- 
thorities say, China has under- 
taken obligations in behalf of the 
United States amounting to about 
$175,000,000. 

The combined UNRRA relief to 
China and its shipping costs 
comes to around $675,000,000, of 
which 72 per cent, or $486,000,000 
is from strictly American pockets.

It is a tragic anomaly that, at 
the very moment when the safety 
of the United States is more than 
ever dependent upon hemispheric 
security, the State Department 
should be interposing new and still 
greater obstacles. If this opposi- 
tion is not overruled by higher 
authority, the Inter-American De- 
fense Board will become useless, 
and the whole concept of an inter- 
American hemispheric defense 
system, functioning under the au- 
thority of the United Nations, 
might just as well be scrapped. 

Two Prerequisites. 

Any effective system of hemi- 
spheric security must be founded 
upon two essential prerequisites. 

The first of these is the conclu- 
sion of an inter-American defense 
treaty such as that proposed at 
the Chapultepec Conference. 

The second essential is the 
adoption of legislation in Wash- 
ington which will make it pos 
sible for this Government to help 
the other American countries to ob- 
tain military and naval equipment 
in the United States and to pro- 
vide training for the military and 
naval personnel of the other Amer- 
ican republics when this is re- 


Through the enactment of such 
legislation the defense establish- 
ments of all of the American re- 
publics would be standardized 
within a relatively short period, 
and the task of the United States 
in guarding the New World 
against all future danger of for- 
eign aggression would be greatly 
facilitated. 

At a moment of grave crisis in 
world affairs, when the United 
States is compelled to assist weak- 
er nations in the Near East to re- 
sist Soviet domination, it would 
seem to be only common sense for 
this Government to help all the 
countries within its own neighbor- 
hood to co-ordinate their means of 
defense so as to make it possible 
for them to co-operate efficiently 
with this country in defending the 
Western Hemisphere. 

Yet the Department of State per- 
sists in stubbornly opposing the 
realization of the two measures 
which are imperative if practical 
measures for the defense of the 
Americas are to be carried out, 

Policy Toward Argentina, 

The nter-American Defense 
Conference which was scheduled 
to meet at Rio de Janeiro almost 
two years ago has been repeatedly 
put off at the behest of the De- 
partment of State on the ground 
that, in the department’s unilat- 
eral opinion, the Argentine Gov- 
ernment has not complied satis- 


clean up Nazi activities within Am 
gentina. 

The record shows, however, that 
the Argentine Government has al- 
ready complied with its obligations 
with respect to former Axis 
schools, institutions and property. 
With the promulgation of a decree 
of expulsion against 52 former 
Axis agents, 13 of whom have ak 
ready been deported, and the re- 
mainder of whom are being active- 
ly prosecuted or sought, the Ar- 
gentine Government has in this 
regard carried out its obligations 
even more fully than many of the 
other American republics. 

In view of these indisputable 
facts, the refusal of the State De- 
partment to agree to the convoca- 
tion of the Inter-American Defense 
Conference is being interpreted 
throughout the Americas as solely 
due to its opposition to any inter- 
Amertean defense treaty. 

Three weeks ago the State De- 
partment officially registered its 
vehement opposition to the plan 
of the Inter-American Defense 
Board, which is backed by our: 
War and Navy Departments, 
through which military equipment 
would be made available by the 
United States to the other Ameri- 
can republics over a period of 
years in order to standardize 
Western Hemisphere armaments, 

It bases its opposition on the 
assértion that since the economies 
of most of the other American re- 
publics could not stand the ex- 
pense involved in purchasing 
United States armamants, the re- 
sult would tend to promote “to- 
talitarianism,” and that, conse- 
quently, the program envisaged in 
such a bill as H.R. 6326 should 
be permanently abandoned, 


‘Ostrich-Like’ View. 


If the American republics were 
today living in a peaceful and 
prosperous world, within which 
the United Nations was able to 
carry out all of its responsibilities, 
such arguments might merit con- 
sideration., But the. present state 
of world affairs affords no reason 
for such ostrich-like complacency, 


A majority of the other Ameri- 
can republics are determined to 
increase and modernize their mili- 
tary and naval armaments, Should 
they be denied technical assist- 
ance and training here, they will 
secure European help as they 
have in the past. 

Should they be unable to ob 
tain the equipment they need from 
the United States, they can obtain 
it without difficulty from Euro- 
pean sources. 

In that event, the opportunity 
for efficient inter-American de- 
fense co-operation will have been 
permanently lost. 

The certainty that the inter 
American regiofial system can 
function, and that all of the 
American republics can collabo- 
rate effectively in any emergency 
in the defense of the Western 
Hemisphere, is essential to the se- 
curity of the United States. We 
will have no such assurance un- 
til an inter-American defense

VATICAN CITY, April 19 (AP) 
—The Vatican newspaper Osserva- 
tore Romano said today the hang- 
ing of the Rev. Joseph Tiso, war- 
time president of the puppet Slo- 
vak state, “compromises the 
precious possibility of the pacifica- 
tion of spirits in the Czechoslo- 
vakian republic.” 

“Whether the execution was the 
just punishment of the crime, as 
one side asserts, or politica] ven- 
geance, as is claimed by the other, 
one thing is certain: An act of 
clemency could have solidly con- 
tributed to spiritual union between 
Czechs and Slovaks,” the news- 
paper said. 

“The fact that no regard what- 
soever was held for the priestly 
character (of the defendant) 
which is always sacred even in 
one found guilty, cannot but pro- 
voke profound pain in all the 
faithful.” 


RUSSIANS REPORTED REFUSING 
TO QUIT DAIREN, PORT ARTHUR 


SHANGHAI, April 19 (UP) — 
Chinese newspapers today report- 
ed further delay in negotiations 
for the Chinese Government to 
take over the Russian-held cities 
of Dairen and Port Arthur. 

According to an unconfirmed re- 
port, the Soviet Government has 
insisted on maintaining troops in 
both port cities pending the sign- 
ing of a Japanese peace treaty, 
admitting only Chinese adminis- 
trative officials. These officials 
would be permitted no military 
escort, the newspapers said, and 
as a consequence have no protec- 
tion from Chinese Communist ele- 
ments known to be in both cities.

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TOO MANY RAIL ACCIDENTS! WHY? WHAT IS THE 
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Greater Speed and Heavier Volume of Traffic 
Take Increasing Toll of Life and Limb— 

4 Causes Analyzed — What the ICC Has 
'— Power to Do but Has Not Done for Safety.

WASHINGTON, April 19. 


IDING the railroads is becoming much more dangerous. 
In the first two months of this year, for which the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission has virtually complete re- 


| ports, 26 persons were killed 


and 354 injured in 2967 train 


accidents. In the last corresponding period. of 1941, no one 


was killed, 184 were injured in 
year’s figures to supplement the 
ICC records through newspaper 
reports, there have been 34 killed 

and 468 injured in 2975 accidents 
to date. Against these figures for 
2041 and 1947 may be cited the 
records of 1931 and 1935. In each 
of those years there was only one 
train accident fatality. 

By ICC definition, a ‘train acci- 
dent,” which must be reported to 
the ICC immediately, is an acci- 
dent causing death or serious in- 
jury or property damage of $150 
or more. Not all reports of train 
accidents are investigated by the 
ICC, but of course all those which 

_@ause serious injury or death are, 
go the figures given for death or 
injury are, except as noted, offi- 
eial-totals. The figure for injuries 
must be read with caution because 
of aifferent ideas of what consti- 
tutes an “injury.” 

Why the startling increase in 

injury and damage in 
rail wrecks and other accidents? 

Many reasons are given, but 
the ICC and the Association of 
American Railroads agree that 
the increased volume of traffic 
is the prime factor. 

They point out that the mid- 
1930s were a period of economic 
depression when few trains 
were running. Now the trains 
are overtaxed to carry the load 
of passengers and freight. 

ICC officials have no doubt 
that two other factors have con- 
tributed to the increase in acci- 
dents: Rallroads are using old 
equipment because they have not 
been able to replace it with new; 
‘pnd high-speed trains are oper- 
dating on tracks and roadbeds not 

' @esigned to sustain the stresses. 
None of this year’s accidents,: 
however, has been attributed

the traffic trend.” 

It seems reasonable to assume 
that the more trains in operation, 
the more accidents will occur, but 
this formula ignores many other 
elements which contribute to the 
record. 

Trains are longer now. They 

vel at higher speeds. The ICC 
doubts that these factors con- 
tribute much to the increase in 
idents, but the officials say that 
of se the consequences of an 
accident—the deaths, injuries and 
property damage—rise in propor- 
tion to the increase in the speed 


dents to human failure—for in- 
stance, an’ engineer running 
through a stop signal. It does 
seem clear that this human 
failure is a larger factor now 
than it has been in the past. 

“The war interrupted the normal 
processes of recruiting and train- 
ing railroad workers,” they say. 
“There is no doubt that railroads 
now have too many men in re 
sponsible positions who lack the 
mecessary background to fill their 
jobs. Many railroad men were re- 
eruited for the Army, some were 
killed or injured in service. Those 
who came back require time to re- 
Jearn their jobs and get into the 
swing.” 

From all this, one gets the 
fimpression that there are at 
Jease three factors that account 
for most railroad wrecks: 

Carelessness by railroad work-

Laxity of railroad companies 
in enforcing their safety rules;

PULLMAN COMPANY BOAST:

KILLED IN 7 OF 17 YEARS 


ARLY in the 1930s the 

Pullman Co, boasted in ad- 

vertisements that it had 
gone through. an entire year 
without a passenger fatality. 
The company’s 1946 report 
says last year was the seventh 
year in the last 17 in which 
the company operated without 
a civilian passenger death. 

A representative of the Pull- 
man Co, at Chicago attributed 
the superior safety record 
chiefly to higher standards of 
construction applied to Pull- 
man cars,

A day later two passengers were 
killed and 34 injured at Downers 
Grove, Iil., near Chicago when the 
Burlington’s Twin City Zephyr was 
derailed and crashed into the rail- 
road station. Just a moment be- 
fore, as the passenger train was 
speeding at 75 miles an hour, 8 
tractor fell off the freight onto 
the parallel track over which the 
passenger train was operating. 

The Pennsylvania had two 
wrecks only a day apart. On April 
7 its Gotham,Limited, Chicago to 
New York, was derailed at Colum- 
bia City, Ind., injuring 40 persons. 

The Pennsylvania’s Manhattan 
Limited, New York to Chicago, 
was derailed April 8 at Canton, O., 
when sideswiped by a swaying 
freight car going in the same di- 
rection on a parallel track. In- 
juries to 250 passengers were de- 
scribed as “slight.” 

The Union Pacific’s eastbound 
streamliner, City of Portland, was 
derailed April 6 at Granger, Wyo. 
It had collided with a freight 
train. Bleven passengers were 
hurt. A rail spokesman was 
quoted as saying the freight had 
run through an adverse block sig- 
nal, 
Another derailment was that of 
the Santa Fe’s ‘uxury streamliner, 
the Super Chief, near Raton, N.M. 
Fifteen passengers were injured. 
A tie plate broke loose, freeing a 
rail. The train was running 75 
miles an hour. 

Most recent wreck was that of 
the Illinois Central’s streamliner 
City of Miami, which left the rails 
near Champaign, IIL, yesterday, 
killing two railroad employes and 
injuring 21 passengers. This was 
the eighth accident on a major 
railroad in 16 days. 

In March only one accident was 
reported in the press. The Sea- 
board Alirline’s Sun Queen fran 
through an open switch near Cam- 
den, 8.C., demolishing a freight 
car on a siding. Twenty persons 
were injured, Switch locking de- 
vices can prevent such accidents, 

Although the ICC has complete 
figures of the number of accidents 
and casualty figures for January 
and February, its reports now 
available, stop Feb. 22. 

After Feb. 22 news reports men- 
tioned two accidents in February. 
In one there were no deaths or 
injuries, The other killed a Pull- 
man porter and injured 10 passen- 
gers and one other of the crew. 

That occurred on the last day of 
February when the Pennsylvania's 
Sunshine Special, New York to 
Texas, speeding down a mountain- 
side near Gallitzen, Pa., lost its 
rear coach. It was in that car that 
the casualties resulted. Still to be 
discovered is why that car became 
uncoupled; why the automatic air 
brake did not function when the 
last car was uncoupled. 

This . accident came less than 
two weeks after the most dis- 
astrous wreck so far in 1947 when 
the Pennsylvania's Red Arrow, at 
about the same spot, killed 24 and 
injured 138. The train, the road- 
bed, all equipment, and the rail- 
road rules met ICC and other 
reasonable standards of safety, but 
the train was more than an hour 
late when it crashed. It could be 
that the engineer, one of the dead, 
was going too fast, 

In any event, he went racing 
down a curve at more than 65 
miles an hour. At that curve the 
railroad’s rules prescribed a max- 
imum speed of 35. 

For the 23 accident reports the 
ICC has completed for 1947, the 
commission gives these causes:

Mindful.of present unrest, the 
51-year-old Nooter company did not 
proceed with its plans until it felt 
confident that its 400 employes 
were behind the expansion pro- 
gram, Ryan said. Possibly for the 
first time in industrial history, 
management polled its employes on 
the advisability and safety of em- 
barking on the enlargement pro- 
gram and increased indebtedness. 
In discussing this phase of the 
project, Nyon pointed out that 
business associates and friends 
had discouraged the expansion 
program because of unsettled con- 
ditions. At Christmas-time, Ryan, 
as is his custom, addressed the 
assembled employes. He described 
the company’s business during the 
year past, and the plans for the 
future, including the proposed ad- 
dition. He told the assembly that 
the only way Nooter—or anyone 
else—could continue to increase 
wages and cut hours was to in- 
crease production by more effi- 
cient methods. 
Men Roar Approval. 
He said it must be evident to the 


employes that the plant was over- 


crowded, thus interfering with ef- | 


ficiency, and: he mentioned the 
fears of his associates. — 

“I went on to explain,” Ryan 
stated, “that we had great faith in 
the fliture and were not at all 
worried about our labor relations, 
I asked the. men point-blank 
whether they agreed with me, and 
whether they thought it safe for 
us to expand, 

“There was a unanimous roar of 
approval, and we planned accord- 
ingly. I suppose it was the first 
time a manufacturer has asked 
approval by his employes of anh 
expansion program.” 

The labor policy at Nooter has 
been termed a model of industrial 
relations by Charles J. MacGowan, 
international president of the A. 
F. of L.’s International Brother- 
hood of Boilermakers, Iron Ship 
Builders and Helpers of America, 
whose men work in the plant. 

Nooter gives substantial yearly 
bonuses to all employes, operates a 
system of insurance benefits, and 
maintains a personal advier h- 
reau under supervision of Tracy. 
In addition, the firm has an ex- 
tensive sports and recreation pro- 
gram, keeps its employes fully in- 
formed about company prospects, 
and maintains a “Bob and Joe” re- 
lationship between Management 
and men. 

So successful has this policy 
been, that employes and union 
members sponsored a jubilee ban- 
quet for management in January 
1946.

in Grandma's garden, Hybrid del- 
phiniums, columbines, and lupines 
have been bred for size and beauty 
of their blossoms. These aristo- 
crats are short-lived plante in St. 
Louis gardens, but they are so 
incomparably lovely that it is well 
worth the effort to try to grow 
them. New plants or seedlings 
should be started every two or 
three years for replacements. 


Should be Divided. 


Chrysanthemums, day lilies, and 
hardy asters make robust plants, 
|yet they deteriorate rapidly after 
two or three years, producing 
prodigious masses of crowded 
roots and only a few inferior blos- 
soms. For quality bloom, hardy 
asters and chrysanthemums should 
be divided annually, and iris, 
daisies, and phlox at intervals 
ranging from three to five years. 
- Perennials which bloom in late 
summer or autumn may be divid- 
ed this month. Lift the plants 
from the soil, and bend the clumps 
It 
is usually not difficult to pull 
them apart at this point. If neces- 
sary, cut the crown with a knife, 
taking care to make the smallest 
possible wound. To prevent in- 
fection, valuable plants may be 


dusted with a fungicide called 
fermate. This black, sooty pow- 
der is disagreeable to handle, but 
if used in an ordinary atomizer, 


iwounds on the roots can be dust- 


ed with ease. 

When plants grow from a well 
defined crown, like chrysanthe- 
mums, the hard, woody center is 
discarded, and only the vigorous 
shoots are selected for replanting. 
Each shoot should include some 
of the root and some of the 
crown, and if properly cared for, 


will quickly develop into a sturdy 
plant, Larger divisions may be 


TREES IN TECHNICOLOR 


Flowers and trees in technicol- 
or! It doesn’t seem possible, does 
it. But it is! 

Two Russian scientists have 
claimed to have perfected a meth- 
od of coloring trees from roots to 


blue or violet—by injections of a 
special solution. This special solu- 
tion was a result of experiments 
in preserving live timber. 

As for the. flowers, a San Fran- 
cisco scientist is the “inventor.” 
By giving daisies a drink of vege- 
table dye when they are about to 
die of thirst, he can turn them 


almost any color he wants. It 
takes only a few minutes to turn 
a pure-white daisy into a light- 


leaves. They can color them red, 


made of clumps of daisies and |; 
phlox, for very small ones will 
take a year or two to produce 
satisfactory plants. 
Avold Injuring Roots, 

Before planting divisions, or 
adding new perennials, the bed 
should be fertilized. Dig in humus 
of some sort, if possible, and add 
superphosphate, bone meal or 
wood ashes, using them at the 
rate of one pound for 25 square 
feet. Mix these materials thor- 
oughly into the soil, but avoid in- 
juring roots of old settlers like 
peonies, poppies or lilies. Make 
the hole generously large, and 
spread the roots out naturally. 
Keep the crown of the plant even 
with the surface of the ground, 
and bring the soil into firm con- 
tact with all roots. Water well, 
and mulch with compost, leaves, 
dry grass or similar materials, 
but keep the mulch away from the 
crown of the plant. If the 
weather is warm, shade for a day 
or two with newspapers or boxes. 

Perennials are more plentiful in 
St. Louis this season, but if there 
are many vacancies in the border, 
annual flowers may also be used 
with good effect. It is wise to se- 
lect varieties that won’t crowd the 
perennials, choosing snapdragons, 
asters and’ scabiosa rather than 
the more vigorous zinnias, mari- 
golds and cosmos. Yellow Pigmy 
marigold and Tom Thumb zinnias 
are excellent edging plants, how- 
ever. Ageratum Midget Blue and a 
mixture of white and Violet Queen 
alyssum also make attractive 
— of bloom at the edge of the 
ed. 


Good for Border, 

Some of the new, low-growing 
perennials are especially fine 
plantings for the front of the 
border, Violas Yellow Vixon and 
Purple Heart produce mounds of 


gold and purple blossoms almost 


as large as pansies, and under 
favorable conditions, will bloom 
almost continuously from spring 
until frost. The dwarf “fern- 
leaved” bleedinghearts also have 
a long season of.bloom, The older 
variety, exima, has dainty pinkish 
flowers, and those of the very new 
one, called Sweetheart, are white. 


Maples Grow 


Easily, But 
Require Care 


By the Master Gardener 
The maple is one of the most 
beautiful of hardy trees for lawn 


and street planting. It would be 
one of the most popular trees on 
this basis alone. Its beauty, the 
fact that it usually is long-lived 
and that most varieties are hardy 
in the North, makes it a favorite 
with American gardeners. 

The genus name for Maple is 
“Acer” and it is a deciduous tree. 
Some of the principal species are: 

SUGAR MAPLE (A, saccharum) 
~A valuable tree for sap and tim- 
ber as well as for shade and orna- 
mental purposes, One of the most 
beautiful maples, it is a rapid- 
growing tree, reaching a height 
of more than 100 feet. 

RED or SCARLET MAPLE (A. 
rubrum)—A good tree for yard or 
street, this species is especially 
colorful in early spring, during 
May and in the fall. During spring 
it has bright red flowers, in May 
it is adorned with red fruits and 
in fall the foliage is of a crimson 
hue. Truly a study in reds, To 
thrive under city conditions this 
tree must be grown in a rich, 
moist, soil. 

NORWAY MAPLE — (A. plan- 
tanoides)—Used extensively as a 
street tree, the Norway Maple is 
easily transplanted, grows rapidly 
and is excellent for narrow streets. 

The leaves turn yellow in the fall 
and remain on the tree for a con- 
siderable period. 

JAPANESE MAPLE (A. palm- 
atum)—Usually not over 20 feet

in height, the Japanese Maple has 
brilliant coloring. One of the va- 
rieties (rubrum) has vivid red 
foliage from the time it unfolds in 
the spring. 

BLACK MAPLE (A. nigrum)— 
A native of the Midwest that 
grows to a height of 120 feet. It 
is a close relative of the eastern 
Sugar Maple, the main difference 
being that the foliage on the 
Black Maple is thinner and not so 
brightly colored in fall, 

SILVER MAPLE (A. dasycar- 
pum) — Used extensively as a 
street and-lawn tree where quick 
results are sought. Its brittle 
wood that breaks easily even in 
small windstorms and its extreme 
susceptibility to wood decay are 
two reasons why this tree is not 
as strongly recommended for 
street plantings as some of the 
other species. 

BIG LEAF MAPLE (A. macro- 
phyllum) — A_ western species, 
planted for outlying avenues and 
for shade in gardens. Reaches 100 
feet in height, is wide spreading 
and has unusual, large-lobed 
leaves. 

For maples growing on the 
‘awn, where it is not desirable to 
-emove the earth from ground the 
trees, the perforation method of 
feéding is most often used. Holes 
are punched or drilled in a zig zag 
fashion throughout the area oc- 
cupied by the roots, These holes 
can extend about five feet beyond 
the spread of the branches and 
should be about two inches in 
diameter and 18 inches deep. 

Fill these holes with a mixture 
of complete plant food and soil. 
The amount of complete plant 
food to be used for a tree is de- 
termined by allowing three pounds 
to each inch of trunk diameter, 
measuring the trunk at a height 
of four feet.

| the behest of court favorites like 
Madame du Barry and Pompadour 
became elegant. Straight lines 
yielded to curves. Color was every- 
where. Surfaces were painted and 


some of the most ornate work was 
done on the walls and ceilings. 
Draperies and floorcoverings were 
gay with flowers. Wall panels, 
ormolu, a kind of metal decora- 
tion, and mirrors were much in 
favor. 
Woodcarver’s Paradise. 

The most obvious new feature 
of the furniture of the period was 
the cabriole leg, which also was 
used later by English cabinet mak- 
ers. It was basically an animal 
leg with the curve at the top 
called the knee. It tapered down 
to an ankle and terminated in a 
foot. The commode, a broad low 
chest mounted on short legs and 
having two or three drawers, also 


made its appearance. 
The furniture of the period al- 


lowed the woodcarvers ample op- 
portunity to show their work. 

Flower and leaf forms predom- 
inated. Of the leaf forms, the 
acanthus leaf was popular and 
often done in ormolu. With swags 
and curves, a great refinement of 
line was possible. While there was 
a sense of profusion and disorder 
in the ornament, the confusion 
had a great deal of charm. 

A number of influences were 
being felt in this period of decora- 
tion. The oriental influence gave 
rise to the term which has come 
down to us today, “chinoiserie” 
which means “in the Chinese man- 
ner.” The excavations at Pompeii 
brought to light the life of clas- 
sical antiquity and this, too, -in- 
fluenced furniture and fashions of 
the day. Chinese lacquer was pop 
ular. Marble tops weré placed on 
tables and commodes, Fruit woods 
such as apple, pear, and cherry 
were used extensively for furni- 
ture. Gold and white were fa- 
vorite colors and Sevres in china 
and Boule in cabinet work were 
popular. : 

In Best Manner 

Madame DuBarry liked dainty 
patterns in furniture. Wreaths, 
garlands, cupids and roses were 
used on everything. The entire 
period was rococo, the term de- 
rived from rock or shell, a motif 
popular in the decoration of the 
period.

The sixteenth annual Clean-up, 
Paint-up campaign sponsored by 
the Chamber of Commerce in co- 
operation with the city and pub- 
lic and parochial schools, will 
open tomorrow and continue 
through May 3. 

A principal event of the two- 
week campaign, designed to stim- 
ulate St. Louisdns to clean up 
homes, places of business, streets 
and vacant lots, will be a parade 
of more than 3000 school children 
through downtown streets begin- 
ning at noon Tuesday. 

The parade will form on Locust 
street, between Thirteenth and 
Fourteenth streets, and move east 
on Locust to Sixth street, south 
to Chestnut street, west on Chest- 
nut past a reviewing stand in 
front of the Soldiers’ Memorial 
building to Fourteenth street, and 
south to Market street, where it 
will disband. 

The procession will include 10 
bands and 15 drum and bugle 
corps, along with various types 
of equipment from the City De- 
partment of Streets and Sewers, 
the Fire Department and the 
Health Division, A mounted po- 
lice escort will lead the parade, 
followed by automobiles bearing 
city officials and members of the 
cleanup committee. 

Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann has 
issued a proclamation designating 
the period as “Clean-up Days.” 
Declaring that the campaigns 
have brought many benefits to 
community life, the Mayor urged 
St. Louisans to “co-operate § in 
cleaning, painting, planting,  re- 
pairing, salvaging and similar 
activities to the end that we may 
have a city clean, safe, healthy, 
thrifty and beautiful.” 

In addition to Tuesday’s pro- 
cession, about 35 other parades 
will be held in various neighbor- 
hoods during the campaign, with 
more than 100,000 students par- 
ticipating. 

Assisting in efforts to clean up 
downtown areas, the Police De- 
partment will intensify enforce- 
ment of ordinances which prohibit 
littering streets and sidewalks 
with paper and other trash. W. 
H. Semsrott, manager of the As- 
sociated Retailers of St. Louis, 
has called upon the members for 
full co-operation. 

St. Louis has won the award for 
first place in, Missouri 13 times in 
the past 15 years. Elmore M. 
Putney is head of the Chamber 
of Commerce clean-up committee.

Slumbering death claims 
four victims a week in this 
town. At any rate, the 
health department lists four 
fatalities each week. Phy- 
sicians and aids to the med- 
ical examiner say you can 
add two more deaths each 
week to those figures—tak- 
ing into account physicians 
and relatives who wish to 
cover up for a loved one 
who has -fallen victim to the 
slumbering death. 

What is the slumbering 
death? Well, depending 
upon the strata of society 
in which it is gold — and 
slumbering death is for sale 
—it is known on The Bow- 
ery as a goof ball. in the 
fashionable East 602 as a 
nembie, in the Times Square 
area as yellow jacket, red 
devil or blue heaven, and 
in Harlem as geronimo. 

But, you say, these names 
mean nothing to me. What 
are goof balis, yellow jack- 
tes, red devils and the oth- 
ers? They are, quite simply, 
the innocuous-looking pow- 
ders you take in capsule or 


. pill form to put you to sleep 


when you are restiess and 
jittery. They are, in the 
words of the medical profes- 
sion, the barbiturates. And 
barbiturates are narcotics, 
sedative drugs that—while 
safe for usage under the di- 
rection of a competent phy- 
sician — spell gangsteriem, 


‘loose morals and death when 


improperly used. 
x* *« * 


This town is on a barbitu- 
rate binge, the sort of binge 
that hasn't been seen in old 
New York since the roaring, 
brawling days of prohibition. 
The barbiturates, legally 
sold only in’ pharmacies on 
P by a physician, 
may be had in “sleepeasies,” 
the label tacked on the cor- 
ner candy store that illegal- 
ly dispenses the drug; in tav- 
erns and cafes that cater to 
the entertainment world, and 
even in unethical pharma- 
cies where greedy druggists 
are willing to turn a dollar 
even if it means parceling 
out death. 

The barbiturates balk at 
no class line, no economic 
level, no intellectual group. 
Recently, a brilliant student 
at Columbia University's 
College of Physicians and 
Surgeons fell victim to seco- 
nol, one of the barbiturates. 
He had been cramming for 
a mid-term exam. He took 
benzadrine—about which an- 
other article could be writ- 
ten—to keep him awake 


nights so that he might ap-

ply himself to his studies. 
Then, his examinations suc- 
cessfully completed, he 
sought the succor of sleep. 
A student of medicine, he 
knew to which drug to turn 
—seconol, Reclining on a 
cot in his bedroom, he was 
in the state of stupor 
somewhere between cor 
sciousness and sleep—th: 
barbiturates produce befo 
they lull and waft one in‘ 
complete and heavy slur 
ber. His mind foggy ar 
lethargic, the young sti 
dent's hand swung rhyt! 
mically from the capsul: 
bottle to his mouth, sendinrs 
dosage after dosage into hi: 
wearied body until he lapse: 
into slumbering death.

Dr. Israel Weinstein, the 
city’s health commissioner, 
told of a woman who, two 
years ago, sought her phy- 
sician’s aid in relieving her 
insomnia. ! 

“Here,” the physician said, 
handing her a _ prescription. 
“Take this to your druggist. 
You'll feel better and you 
will get your sleep.”

This was perfectly ethical, 
perfectly sound medical ad- 
vice. But, when the supply 
prescribed by the physician 
was exhausted, the woman 
didn’t stop taking the drug. 
She had the prescription re- 
filled and refilled again. 
During the ensuing two-year 
period, Dr. Weinstein said, 
the woman took 4635 doses 
of the narcotic, Recently she 
was committed to the neuro- 
psychiatric ward in Bellevue, 
her brain tissue damaged 
beyond repair, her vascular 
system faltering under a 
strain that will end shortly 
in death. 

Her physician certainly 
wasn't to blame, *but the 
same blamelessness does not 
attach to all physicians. Re- 
cently a corps of investiga- 
tors was unloosed on the 
city’s medical practitioners. 
Only a small percentage, 
but nevertheless an alarm- 


ing one, was found, willing 
to prescribe a turate 
merely on the t's (in- 


vestigator’s) representation 
that he was “jittery” or “suf- 
fering from insomnia.” 
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But what are-the other 
causes of addiction to bar- 
biturates? Yes, addiction is 
the word because city, coun- 
ty and state medical socie- 
ties have held--as have fed- 
eral and state officials — 
that barbiturates are a nar- 
cotic and those who use 
them constantly without or- 
ders from a physician are 
addicts. | 
‘Barbiturates, com petent 
medical testimony relates, 
give a lift, they give a sense 
of well-being, they set one 
up. In the theatrical and 
entertainment pro fessions, 
where strain, tension and 
sleeplessnes go 
hand, the young men and

Qu2s- 
‘tioned by police, one group 
of youngsters said they pur 
chased the capsules over a 
drugstore counter at thre: 
for a quarter, The druggi: 
was arrested, tried, convict- 
ed, fined $500 and sentencex 
to 30 days in jail.

Association has said thr 
“the improper use (of barbi 
turates) is a recognized etio- 
logic ,(causative) factor in 
some « “minal assaults.” De-

was no doubt that the barbi- 
turates were “a recognized 
causative factor in many 
motor accidents, .. .” 
Medical atatistics show 
that the barbiturate death

own borders, Health Com- 
missioner Weinstein report- 
ed, barbiturates kill more 
than 10 times as many per- 
sons as poliomyletis (infan- 
tile paralysis); 40 times as 
many as typhoid fever; eight 
times as many as meningitis, 
and 20 times as many as 
diphtheria. 
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The doctor criticized loose 
regulations in New York 
which permit a prescription 
for a rbiturate to be re- 
filled six months after its 
date of issue. But, he point- 
ed out, loose as New York's 
regulations are, there are no 
federal regulations govern- 
ing the sale and distribution 
of the barbitals, and most of 
the 48 states permit the,un- 
restricted sale of the drugs. 
Referring to the case of a 
woman admitted to a hospi- 
tal suffering from acute 
barbiturate poisoning, Dr. 
Weinstein said: 


“This patient got her doc- 
tor’s prescription for six 
capsules. Until she was tak- 
en to the hospital, that 
prescription was refilled 95 
times, 34 times after the six- 
month deadline. What is 
more, it was frequently re- 
filled, not for six capsules, 
but for 12 and 30 capsules. 
Barbital is a habit forming 
drug that is dangerous in 
large quantities.” 


The pharmacist respon- 
sible for repeatedly refilling 
the prescription was sen- 
tenced to a long jail term 
and deprived of his license 
to practice. 
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The United States Food 
and Drug Administration re- 
sorts that 600,000 pounds of 
barbiturates are manufac- 
tured annually in the United 
States, Recalling that the 
average medical dose is one 
grain, officials say that the 
drug is compounded in suf- 
ficient quantities annually 
to put 10,000,000 persons to 
sleep every night for a year. 


Because regulatory meas- 
ures. are not sufficiently 
stringent, officials are wun- 
able to say how all the bar- 
biturates manufactured are 
dispensed. They are positive, 
however, that more than 
half the amount compound- 
a illegally or unethically

Yes, the barbiturates do 
strange things. Only recent- 
ly, Medical Examiner Don: 
ald Freireich in hearby Nas- 
sau County reported the 
longest sleep on record. Mrs. 
Louise Umbach, 69, of Sea- 
ford, was awakened after 
sleeping 111% hours—a sleep 
‘nduced by an accidental 

‘erdose of barbital. 
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In justification of the bar- 
vitals, there is this to be 
said: They are compounded 
oy relflable and ethical phar- 
maceutical houses; they are 
prescribed by ethical and 
competent physicians; with- 
out them, many epileptics 
would be doomed to more 
‘requent convulsions and 
pasms; the truly distraught 
fould. be without their 
oothing bliss; the genuine 
nsomniac would even less 
requently know the com- 
ort of sleep. 

But, used indiscriminately. 
che barbiturates produce 
moral laxity, release crimi-

The New Head of Benedictine Ab- 


bey, Who Once Was a Laborer in 
Chicago's Packing Plants, Is Vigor-

CHICAGO, April 19. 
CROSS Chicago's Southwest 
A sice with the great meat 
packing plants as a core, the 
Back o’ the Yards district sprawls; 


f a congested half world of smoke- 
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rimed tenements, weathered 
rame dwellings, and 10,000 smells. 
Some Chicagoans think of it mis- 
takenly as the Studs Lonigan dis- 
trict (actually two miles east- 
ward) after James T. Farrell's 
hoodlumish young Irishman. To 
old-timers it is Peter Finley 
Dunne’s Archer Road domain and 
to this day Archer avenue angles 
southwestward across its beetling 
streets. Back o’ the Yards once 
was chiefly Irish. Now it is Irish, 
Slovak, Czech, Lithuanian, Polish 
and Negro. 


In this setting in 1924 a new as- 
pistant pastor waa introduced to 
the parishioners of the Roman 
Catholic Church of St. Michael 
the Archangel. He was a solid, 
sinewy young man whose personal 
architecture was in harmony with 
the rugged severity of the square- 
built edifice he was to serve. The 
parish quickly sized up _ this 
Father Ambrose Ondrak, Because 
he was of Czech parentage, the 
Slavs accepted him. He had a 
quick tongue and a ready smile, 
but it was plain to see that there 
was plenty of iron in the man. 
And he put on no airs. So the 
Irish passed him. When this got 
about, the Lithuanians and *the 
Poles were content to go along. 

But the big thing to all was that 
Father Ambrose was a Back o’ 
the Yards boy. He had grown up 
in the shadow of the packing 
houses. He had labored in them. 
In his youth he had played sand- 
lot ball and had taken his scars 
in the deadly rock fights among 
the neighborhood gangs. In the 
two decades after his installation 
at St. Michael's, his influence 
spread throughout the parish and 
far beyond it. He helped to found 
and still is a vice president of the 
Back o’ the Yards Neighborhood 
Council, recognized as one of the 
most powerful organizations of its 
kind in the world, claiming the 
allegiance of 100,000 individuals. 


But that waa only the beginning. 
Early this year, the young Bene- 
dictine priest of 1924 was invested 
and blessed as the mitred abbot of 
St. Procopius’s Abbey—one of the 
21 abbeys of the United States 
Order of St. Benedict. With this 
elevation came ecclesiastical pow- 
ers equivalent to those of the 
bishop of a diocese, as symbolized 
by the bishop's mitre and crozier 
conferred upon him. His actual! 
powers, conferred at the same 
time, are far greater.

NDER jurisdiction of Abbot 

Ondrak now are the Benedic- 

tine missions of Czechoslo- 
vakia and China, a cluster of Chi- 
cago parishes in the same area as 
his old St. Michael’s—keeping him 
in contact with the Back o’ the 
Yards folk — Benedictine priests 
and brothers in many of the Unit- 
ed States, and the daily, weekly 
and monthly publications of the 
Benedictine press. But of trans- 
cending interest in the immediate 
future is a formulating plan under 
which the Benedictine Order will 
contribute actively to the educa- 
tional phases of the projected 
multi-billion-dollar Missouri Val- 
ley Authority program. 

It was as Father Ambrose that 
Abbot Ondrak first attracted at- 
tention five years ago when dur-

“Father Ambrose and other priest 


marched in the picket line. Thr 
storm of criticism that follower 
criticism within and outside th: 
Catholic Church, left Father Am- 
brose stronger than before. The 
criticism within the church was 
not official and it came only from 
those who did know his threefold 
motive: 

“First,” he said, “I knew the 
drive had to go over. The workers

conditions were terrible. Second, 
I knew the Catholic workers of 
our district would not join unless 
we priests said it was right. So 
we provided leadership and told 
our people to join the CIO. 
Through this leadership, we were 
able to find out who the Commu- 
nists were and to warn our people 
against them. 

“It followed logically that. the 
Communists should be moved out, 
one by one, and be replaced by 
true Americans as we were able to 
penetrate their false colors, The 
result is that there now is little 
Communism in the Back o’ the 
Yards. 


“The third reason for going on 
the picket line was the bitterness 
that marked that strike. Men 
who make thelr living with knives 
can be dangerous. I believed that 
a priest on the picket line could 
do much among his own people to 
avert violence. This proved to be 
true,” 

Clad in the black, cowled robe 
of his order, Abbot Ondrak talked 
informally in an audience room of 
the massive abbey building which 
rises from the rolling, windswept 


prairie country west of Chicago, 
The Abbey of St. Procopius, which 
houses a high school, college, and 
a seminary, is considerably more 
peaceful than was St. Michael's, 
but it also is more complex end 
keeps Abbot Ondrak busier than 
he’s ever been, 

“It is a contemplative life here, 
but the active life is not precluded 
-—not for the abbot, certainly,” he 
said. “There never is a moment to 
spare.”

During the eight and a half 
working hours, Abbot Ondrak must 
find time to activly supervise the 
Benedictine press which publishes 
a daily newspaper, Narod (The 
Nation); a semi-weekly, Katolic; 
a weekly, Prit!l Ditek (Children’s 
Friend); a weekly magazine in 
English, (The Home), and a 
monthly, Vudce (Leader). 

In addition, he gives heavily of 
his time to the Back o’ the Yards 
Council, out of which has grown 
the projected work of the Bene- 
dictines in the Missouri Valley. 
The council itself grew out of the 
crying needs of a shunned, dirty, 
poverty-ridden section of the city 
which had found it would have to 
fight for anything it might get 
and that to fight effectively all 
its peoples would have to pull to- 
gether.

And 
in the Missouri Valley Authority, 
if it comes into being, the coun- 
cil sees a new and greater oppor 
tunity for exchange of informe- 
tion. Possessing the know how 
for organizing diverse populations, 
the council believes its methods 
could be of vast assistance in 
uniting the railroad, ghouse, 
steel, and other workers of the 
big cities and in creating a bridge 
between them and the farmers 
and rural community folk for a 
genuine people's movement, 

“Wherever there Is a problem ef 
poverty, ignorance, sub-standard 
living and education, of want and 
of misery, that problem is our 
problem, whether it be in Tennes- 
see, Missouri, Nebraska, or im 
Chicago,” said Abbot Ondrak. 

His chief interest is, of course, 
in education. Education of youth 
has been the work of the Bene 
dictines for 700 years. There are 
at present Benedictine Abbeys at 
Conception, Mo., Lincoln, Neb. 
Bismarck, N. D., and Sioux Falls, 
Ss. D. in or near the 10-state 
area to be touched by the great 
MVA, if it materializes. 

Consequently, he is eager for @ 
part in the MVA program, and he 
hopes it will be near realization 
when he returns in the late fall 
from Rome, where heads of the 
world’s 189 Benedictine abbeys—

HIS is the story of Hector 

Chevigny, a blind man, but 

spareyyour pity. For it’s also 
the success story of a man who 
has explored the limitless frontiers 
of his sightless world without fal- 
tering and has emerged with an 
energetic, zestful way of life. 

Early in 1944, when Chevigny, 
then: 40 and a well known radio 
writer, learned he would be blind 
for the rest of his life, a friend 
hurried around to his hospital 
room and made fluttery attempts 
at consolation. 

“This is terrible,” the friend 
said, “but don’t give up hope, May- 
be something will happen, some 
kind of medical miracle that will 
make you see again.” 

The blind man shook his head. 
He was quiet for a few moments.

“I’m going to make my 
miracle, Right inside of me, 
take care of myself and earn 
living. I'll do it, and that will 
miracle enough for me.” 

Today, vigny has a three- 
year a which most sighted 
writers would be proud. It in- 
cludes “My Eyes Have a Cold Nose.” 
the best-selling book tracing his 
own experience with blindness, two 
magazine articles, over 100 radio 
dramatic scripts, seven short stor- 
ies and two radio commercial se- 
ries. 

Along with all that, Chevigny, 
accompanied by Wizard, his boxer 
“seeings eye” dog, moves around 
New York, taking fencing lessons, 
being active in the affairs of the 
Radio Writers’ Guild, fighting pub- 
lic misconceptions about the blind 
wherever he finds them and, in 
general, leading a super-charged 
Big Town existence, . 


Of course, things didn’t just 
happen that way. Chevigny faced 
the same despair, the same terror, 
the same overwhelming bitterness 
as other blind men, But he over- 
came them, and now he spends a 
lot of his time trying to keep 
bther sightless people from being 
pushed into some backroom arm- 
chair where, in utter uselessness, 
they can sit out the bleak years. 


Blindness had come on him 
suddenly. He came to New York 
in November 1943 to see an en- 
thusiastic publisher about a half- 
written novel. Behind him were 
such big-time ‘radio .commercial 
writing stints as the Hollywood 
Playhouse, Big Town, Ceiling Un- 
limited, with Orson Welles and 
with Bob Burns. He had written 
for the movies and also had writ- 
ten two books on a field in which 
he has become an authority—the 
exploration and _ settlement of 
Alaska by Czarist Russia. He was 
@ successful man, with a wife and 
two children back in California, 
and with every expectancy of a 
normal, pleasant life. 

That’s how things were when he 
came to New York. Then, all at 
once, be began to see spots before 
his left eye. As Chevigny tells the 
story in “My Eyes Have a Cold 
Nose,” which was published by the 
Yale University Press; he was 
very frightened. For a year be- 
fore, the same thing had happened 
to his right eye out in California. 
The doctors told him it was a 
retinal detachment.’ Sight in the 
right eye was gone, and the doc- 
tors had decided not to operate for 
fear of ruining the left eye, which, 
sae assured him, would never go 

ad. 


Then the spots showed up in 
the good eye. Chevigny went to a 
prominent New York specialist, 
who correctly diagnosed the con- 
dition ag another retinal detach- 
ment. ° 

As Chevigny recalls: 

“At the time, the’ condition 
wasn’t very bad and might have 
been corrected. But only if I were 
perfectly immobile. That doctor 
didn’t tell me anything about that,

and only advised me to go back 
to my own doctor in California.” 

With his eyesight fading, Che- 
vigny tried unsuccessfully to get 
plane tickets back to California. 
Somehow, he was directed to Dr. 
Conrad Berens of New York's 
famed Eye and Ear Infirmary. 
After the examination, Berens 
said: 

“You're in a bad jam, son. T'll 
do what I can for you.” 

x * * 
ERENS wanted him to go to 
B the hospital for emergency 
treatment which might save 

his sight. Yet the thought of blind- 
ness was so shocking, so incredible 
to Chevigny that he walked out 
of the doctor’s office without 
making any definite arrangements. 
He even went to a movie later 
that day—a private little gesture 
of defiance against the catastro- 
phe which suddenly was closing 
in, But at the movie, his sight 
began to blur. Chevigny couldn't 
fight back against the gathering 
darkness any more, and the next 
day he went to the hospital. 

Then came three months of false 
hope—with three separate o - 
tions and long weeks of utter 
immobility, during which his head 
was pinned between two sandbags. 
At last the doctor spoke to him 
frankly, told him that surgery had 
failed, that he was a blind man. 


During those first awful days, 
Chevigny wasn’t: very different 
from other people who had lost 
their sight. He tried to walk 
alone, and wept at his inabiilty. 
Panic ran him down in the end- 
less darkness and stayed beside 
him. The sense of inestimable 
loss staggered him. But worst of 
all, he realized that he had lost 
his right to stand alone, to walk 
among men as he pleased. 

Chevigny, however, is a man 
who is interested in ideas and 


concepts, and after the first shock 
had settled, he began to think. 
As he says: 

“I began to sense the difference 
in people’s attitudes toward me. 
It was as if blindness were a 
tragedy second only to death.” 


This, of course, is what most 
blind people have encountered and 
accepted—perhaps because they, 
too, felt that way before losing 
their sight. But Chevigny wanted 
something better than that. He 
began using psychiatry to trace 
down the attitudes of people to- 
ward blindness, toward him as a 
blind man, And he started search- 
ing through his own mind for an 
attitude for himself, 

slowly, it 


When it evolved, 
didn’t have heroic proportions, 
but it was workable. He was 
still a man with a workable body 
and mind. He had been a good 
writer and would be one again. 
He would use any device which 
would give him a nearly normal 
life, but would be as independent 
as possible, and as soon as pos- 
sible. 

Thus, though he never had 
planned this before, he decided 
to make New York his home. 
Mainly, this was because the ra- 
dio industry here is concentrated 
in a small area, rather than 
spread out, as it is in sprawling 
Los Angeles. 


With this decision made, Che- 
vigny entered Seeing Eye, in Mor- 
ristown, N. J., for the month’s 
training which was.to give him 
Wizard, his guide dog. Though it 
is fashionable in some welfare 
circles to argue that such dogs 
are not good for a blind man, Che- 
vigny was not impressed. He 
wanted to walk like other men, 
and he never could do that again 
unless a dog were his eyes.

N THE afternoon of October 
Q 11, 1943, a fire lieutenant 

looked up from his desk as 
two excited mén dashed into the 
engine company quartefs on Bris- 
bin Street in the Jamaica section 
of Queens County, New York, 

“Where's the fire?” the lieu- 
tenant asked. 

The men shook their heads. 
One of them pointed to a near-by 
vacant lot. “There’s a dead wom- 
an in the wéeds there.” 

A half hour later District At- 
torney Charles O. Sullivan ar- 
rived at the scene. The police 
investigation was under way, with 
a score of detectives searching 
for clues. Off to one side, silently 
watching with his alert eyes 
missing no details, was. the tall 
figure of Deputy Inspector . Ed- 
ward Mullins, veteran command- 
er of all the borough detectives. 

The body of the woman was 
in a clump of weeds about eight 
feet off a short-cut patch which 
bisects the lot. Her dress was 
torn almost to shredm Both her 
shoes were off and the soles of her 
stockinged feet were bloodstained, 
A pair of shattered rimless eye- 
glasses were on the pathway near 
where the body was lying. One 
shoe was in the weeds about 10 
feet away. The other was at the 
edge of the path near the glasses. 
Scattered about in different parts 
of the lot, officers found a large 
red handbag, a lipstick, and as- 
sorted papers, the kind a woman 
would have in her purse. 

The woman’s skull had been 
fractured in two places, Finger- 
marks were plainly visible on her 
throat, She had been criminally 
attacked, Mullins pointed out that 
there were no scuff marks on the 
ground, indicating that the slayer 
had picked up the woman and car- 
ried her 30 feet into the weeds in- 
stead of dragging her. Numerous 
scratches on her head and face 
indicated that he used a rough ob- 
ject, probably a jagged rock, 

She had tried to resist as he 
rained down a series of battering 
blows upon her head. Her shoes 
came off during the struggle. Al- 
though mortally wounded, she 
managed somehow to struggle to 
her feet and attempted to run 
away, thereby getting the blood 
on her stockinged feet, The killer 
once more pounced upon her and 
strangled her. He took her pock- 
etbook and scattered its contents 
while he searched for money. 

The victim was identified as 
Marie Pearson, 48-year-old mother 
of four children, the youngest 
aged three. She had obtained 
work just four days earlier at a 
commercial baking plant, a half 
mile from the scene. She had 
been working there the previous 
night, a Sunday. 

‘ Police found several employes 
who saw Mrs. Pearson when she 
left the bakery Sunday night. They 
estimated the time as 9:40 p.m. 
One employe said that she and 
another woman worker had left 
the bakery with Mrs. Pearson. 
They separated at Brisbin street at 
about 10 o’clock when Mrs, Pear- 
son said she would cut through 


the lot to go home. The other 
two offered to walk home with her 
since she was alone, but Mrs, 
Pearson laughed and said she 
would be able to get home all 
right. 

Sullivan asked Inspector Mullins 
for his opinion on the murder. 

“I’ve seen a number of cases of 
this kind,” the inspector said. 
“They usually conform to a defi- 
nite pattern. Where you have 
both robbery and a criminal at- 
tack, the killer, ag a rule, comes 
from socially inferior surround- 
ings. My experience shows that a 
killer of this kind does not stop. 
He will strike again. It may be 
here or elsewhere. He might leave 
for another part of the country 
but he will continue to attack 
women and rob them until he is 
caught.” 

Meanwhile, detectives poured 
into Jamaica, Special posts were 
set up by Inspector Mullins to be 
patrolled day and night. Two 
nights after the murder two de- 
tectives, patrolling one of the spe- 
cial posts, noticed a woman walk- 
ing in their direction several 
blocks away. Something about her 
gait attracted their attention. She 
would walk fast and then slow 
down, Finally they saw the rea- 
son for her behavior, A Man was 
walking behind her. When the 
woman increased her pace, so did 
the man. When she slowed down, 
he did too. 

The detectives sauntered in the 
direction of the approaching man 
and woman, The woman moved 
toward the other side of the street 
where a uniformed officer was 
standing. As she walked toward 
the patrolman, the man turned on 
his heels and began to walk away, 
The detectives set out in pursuit. 
As they neared the man they 
shouted at him to halt. Instead 
he began to run. The officers 
fired several warning shots in the 
air, The man put on an added 
burst of speed. The chase lasted 
for four blocks when the Man 
ran into a private house. A few 
moments later the officers rushed 
into the same building. Several 
people were seated on the porch. 

“Where's the man who just came 
in?” the detectives demanded, 

The others on the porch looked 
blank. “We saw nobody,” they 
reported.

The pair 
worked as gardeners for several 
families in the wealthy Jamaica 
Hill section. He had $415.26 in his 
pockets. He said the stains on

his coat were caused by a bottle 
of wine spilling over on him. De- 
tectives searched his room, They 
found three bankbooks showing

Ferrera was asked to detail his 
movements on Sunday. He said 
that morning he and his son had 
called on several customers check- 
ing their gardens. During the 
late afternoon, the pair attended 
a rally of a church organization 
in Portuguese Hall in Jamaica. 
He had left early and was in bed 
by 8 o'clock Sunday night. 

Detectives questioned Ferrera’s 
son. He said that he last saw his 
father Sunday night about 9 
o’clock at the church party. 

“What time did you get home 
Sunday night?” 

“About 10:30 or 11 o’clock,” he 


replied. 


“Was your father home then?” 

The son grinned. “I guess Pop 
was making a night of it. I fell 
asleep after 11:30 and he still 
wasn’t home.” 

Ferrera was confronted with the 
statement by his son. He shrugged. 
“Tl was home in bed at 8 o'clock,” 
was his only reply. ; 

A technical expert tested the 
suspect’s stained coat.

“Wine, ‘nothing,” said the expert.

8 each test was completed, Fer- 
Arr stubbornly shook his head 
and repeated, “Wine.”

Ferrera has plenty of money 
and he earned every cent of it by 
hard work, Putting it all together 
I can't picture him as the killer.” 

Sullivan ordered the trial de- 
Jayed and gave the inspector as 
much time as he needed to check 
further for the killer. The inspec- 
tor revealed that he had not 
stopped the special posts he had 
created following the murder. If 
the killer should strike in the 
same general area again, he would 
not escape. 

On the night of Jan. 3, 1944, 
one of the worst wind and rain 
storms in years lashed the city, 
About 11 that night an attractive 
26-year-old girl got on a bus at 
Hillside avenue and Parsons boule- 
vard, Only six passengers were on 
board. Four of them dropped off 
fairly early on the route. The girl 
lived near the end of the line. 
When she got off, the other pas- 
senger also stepped out of the rear 
door. It was a lonely spot. No 
ment were in the immediate 
area, 


With the lashing rain making a 
mockery of her small cmbeeiin, 
the girl started walking along the 
desolate road on her way home. 
She walked on for a block. Sud- 
denly without warning a man 
seized her by the throat and 
started choking her. 

“I've got to kill you,” the girl 
heard im say, “because you 
might talk.” 

Despite her struggles she felt 
herself go limp as the strangling 
pressure on her throat increased. 
As she slipped to the ground she 
saw her attacker pick up a piece 
of wood and bring it down. A mo- 
ment later she lost consciousness. 

Shortly after 1 a.m, the girl re- 
gained consciousness and discov- 
ered that she was lying in a pud- 
die of water about 50 feet from 
the road, Blood was streaming 


‘down her face from a gaping head 


wound. Fifteen minutes later the 
critically injured girl staggered 
home, where she collapsed. A doc- 
tor found that she was suffering 
from brain concussion and had 
been criminally attacked. The 
girl said her pocketbook contain- 
ing $4 was missing. 


She told police she thought the 
man who got off the bus with her 
was her assailant. She said he 
was about five feet, nine inches 
tall, weighed about 160 pounds and 
wore a shiny visored cap and high 
hunting shoes. Police located the 
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bus driver. He said that after his 
run he had pulled the bus into 
the company yard for several min- 
utes’ rest. While there someone 
rapped on the door of the bus, 
Martin opened the door and a 
man, his clothes drenched, entered 
and sat down. He was trembling 
and asked if he could smoke. Mar- 
tin offered him a cigarette and 
told him to light up. 

When they had finished their 
cigarettes, the driver started out 
on his run. He said he let the 
passenger off in South Jamaica. 
He supplied the same description 
of him that was given by the girl. 

When Mullins read the report, 
he went to the girl’s home. He 
found her barely able to speak 
above a whisper. Her doctor said 
that the pelting of the rain brought 
her back to consciousness and 
saved her from bleeding to death. 
Mullins examined the girl's throat. 
The same deep fingernail marks 
that he had noticed on Mrs. Pear- 
son's throat were present on the 
girl’s neck. Here was evidence 
that he was on the right trail. 

He went to the scene of the 
latest attack. Although the ground 
was soft and muddy from the 
rainfall of the previous night, 
there were no scuff marks in the 
soil, indicating that the attacker 
had carried her off the highway. 
It was the same modus operand! 
used in the murder of Mrs, Pear 
aon. 

But Ferrera was in jail. 

Néw special posts were created 
and all days off canceled, Detec- 
tives were ordered to ride all 
busses leaving Jamaica, a complex 
task, since Jamaica ia the travel 
center for Long Island. On the 
sixth day after the attack, two de- 
tectives emerged from a bus on a 
return trip. It was shortly after 
midnight and their tour of duty 
was over. While they stood on 
the corner preparing to go home, 
they saw a man board a bus. He 
was wearing a visored cap and 
answered the description of the 
girl's assailant. 

The man was arrested and iden- 
tified himself as Albert Jennings, 
26, and said he lived in South Ja- 
maica. He said that he was on 
his way to visit friends in the 
Rockaways. He gave the officers 
their name and address. Rock- 
away police were asked to check, 
A half-hour later they telephoned 
their report. The address was a 
vacant lot,

OR the next two hours the fn- 
F vestigation went on in this 

same cat-and-mouse fashion, 
Each time Jennings made a state- 
ment it was checked and discov- 
ered to be a lie. Finally the sus- 
pect broke down and admitted that 
he had attacked the girl the previ- 
ous week, “I thought I killed her,” 
he said, without any trace of emo- 
tion. 


However, he denied any knowl- 
edge of:Mrs. Pearson's murder, in- 
sisting he was home the night 
she was killed. But residents of 
the house where he lived said he 
had been out all that Sunday 
night. The same thing was re- 
curring. Each time Jennings was 
confronted with a Hie, he told a 
new one. Finally he said, “I guess 
you have me. I killed the woman 
in the lot.” 


He said he had worked at the 
bakery at one time and had re 
turned there looking for a job, 
He was outside the bakery when 
Mrs. Pearson came out with the 
two other women. He decided to 
follow them. He was 20 feet be- 
hind them when he heard the 
others offer to walk Mrs. Pearson 
home and heard her laughing re- 
sponse. He waited until she was 
part way through the lot. He 
then tiptoed up behind her and 
seized her by the throat. She 
screamed and put up a vigorous 
fight. He picked up a rock and 
beat her until she was senseless. 

Jennings went on trial for the 
murder of Mrs. Pearson on April 
25, 1944. After three witnesses 
testified, his lawyer halted the 
trial and said his client wanted to 
plead guilty to second degree mur- 
der. Before accepting the plea, 
Assistant District Attorney Sha- 
piro told the court that the plea 
would be accepted only if Jen- 
nings also pleaded guilty to the 
additional charge of attacking the 
Queens Village girl. The follow- 
ing week the court sentenced Jen- 
nings to a term of 30 years to life 
on the murder and an additional 
term of 10 to 20 years for the 
second attack. The court further 
directed that the sentences were 
to run consecutively. 

The indictment against Ferrara 
was dismissed after Jennings was 
arrested. Although he continued 
to insist the stains on his clothes 
were wine, it was eventually 
learned he had been in a fight. 
He can thank Inspector Mullins 
for saving him from a probable 
conviction which might have car- 
ried the death penalty. 

Sullivan was asked if the Fer 
rera case had shaken his belief in 
circumstantial evidence, . 

“Not at all,” he said. “If Fer 
rera had not foolishly refused te 
tell the truth that night about the 
stains on his clothes, he probably 
never would have been held.” 
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Poached 
Eggs in 
Aspic 


| iy ‘the Chef 


N THE happy years before the 

war, the Paris Hotel at Monte 

Carlo featured a wonderful dish 
of cold poached eggs in tarragon 
aspic as a luncheon first course. 

The chef poached the eggs in 
the proper French manner. That 
is, he filled three-fourths of a 
small, deep pan with water and 
just colored it with vinegar. He 
brought it just to the bail and 
then turned the heat down so the 
water simmered only. 

Stirring with a spoon he started 
a whirlpool in the center of the 
water, dropped in an egg that had 
been removed from its shell to a 
saucer and poached it gently for 
three minutes. Then he slipped 
the egg into a bowl of cold water 
to chill quickly and to wash off 
the vinegar. 
_ For, say six eggs, he put four 
eups — beef stock or bouillon, 
cold and skimmed of all fat, into 
a saucepan with three _ level 
tablespoons gelatin (previously 
soaked in cold water and dissolved 
in a little hot water), a good dash 
of salt and pepper, a tablespoon 
tomato paste and one-fourth cup 
dry red wine. To this was added 
three egg whites beaten stiff, The 
entire mixture was beaten over a 
slow fire until it came to a boil. 
Then the chef set it aside to stand 
fer about 10 minutes.

WHEN THE “REST” was over 
he strained it through a cold, 
damp cloth, and stirred the clear 
liquid over a bowl of ice until 
it was just ready to jell. He then 

t it in a ring mold, that had 

m run under cold water. He 
drained the eggs, dried them care- 
fully with a cloth and spaced them 
evenly on top of the aspic in thd 
mold, each egg resting in a little 
nest of fresh, washed and crisped 
tarragon leaves, 

Between the eggs he placed thin 
rounds of ham and tongue, alter- 
nately, covered all with the rest 
of the gelatin and placed the mold 
in the refrigerator to set, When 
ready, he dipped the mold quickly 
in warm water and carefully 
turned the ring out onto a serving 
platter, 

Some extra aspic had been al- 
lowed to set. This he chopped in 
cubes and used with bunches of 
fresh tarragon and watercress to 
garriish the dish. While the “in- 
ternational set” at Monte Carlo 
enjoyed this for luncheon, you 
would find it also a perfect supper 
dish and one which also lends 
beauty to your table.

BRUSSELS SPROUTS: The 
mext time you serve Brussels 
sprouts, you might like to cook 
them Mexican style to vary their 
somewhat bland monotony. Use 
only a small amount of boiling, 
salted water and cook the sprouts 
until they are just tender. This 
should take about 20 minutes. If 
you cook sprouts too long, they 
lose their flavor and become dark 
and ugly in appearance, 

Cut four slices of bacon in small 
pieces and fry these until crisp. 
Add a tablespoon of finely minced 
- onion and let cook until tender, 
Add a cup of tomato puree, salt, 
pepper and just a little minced 
parsley. Just before serving, add 
your cooked Brussels sprouts, well 
drained, heat through and serve 
all together. 
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NOODLE RING: To make pork 
chops “go further,” bake them and 
serve them with a noodle ring. 
Put two tablespoons drippings in 
a pan. In the hot fat, sear six 
pork chops, cut thick and dredged 
with flour. When golden brown 
on both sides, put the chops in a 
casserole, Thicken the fat in the 
pan with a, little flour and add to 
it salt, pepper and a pinch of 
sage, plus one and one-half cups 
water. When the water boils, pour 
the mixture over the chops, cover 
and bake in a moderate oven for 
an hour and a half. 

For the noodle ring, cook 
noodles as usual and then mix 
them with one-fourth teaspoon or 
more of salt, one-fourth cup 
minced parsley, two tablespoons 
minced onion, two tablespoons 
soft butter and a cup of milk. Beat 
the yolks of four eggs into the 
mixture and then fold in the 
stiffly heaten whites. 

Turn into buttered ring mold 
and bake in a moderate slow oven 
for about 50 minutes. Unmold on 
a round platter, and place chops, 
with their pan juices in the cen- 
ter. Serve with or without to- 
mato sauce, 
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CABBAGE: Maybe you don't 
like cabbage any better than I do. 
If so, you'll be interested in this 
recipe which I actually enjoy. The 
only other way to eat cabbage, in 
my opinion, is in a well-made 
slaw. 

Wash and soak a Savoy cab- 
bage, cut in quarters, in cold salt 
water for a few minutes to fresh- 
en it and draw out any unwel- 
come guests. Then cook it, still 
quartered, in rapidly boiling salt- 
ed water for 10 minutes, Drain 
it thoroughly and chop it up fine. 

Put a little minced onion in a 
pan with two tablespoons of but- 
ter and cook until golden brown, 
Sprinkle very lightly with a ta- 
blespoon of.flour. Add the chopped 
cabbage and one-half cup of 
strong bouillon or meat extract 
and water to make the same 
amount of liquid. Season well with 
salt, pepper and a little nutmeg. 
Cook for 10 minutes and serve

ECTURING to a women's club in Minneapolis several weeks 
ago, Margaret Webster, evidently still smarting under her 
American Repertory Company wounds, followed the usual prin- 

siple of such self-wounded in transferring their own delinquencies 
to the critics. .

water, Furthor surrendering to her injunction I dutifully sat out 

the presentation from beginning to end. I apparently was thus, 
according to her standards, the ideal critic to review it.

_ [IN MY ASCETIC STATE, my findings were as follows: The 
play made from the Carroll classics is still what it was when it was 
originally shown some years ago, which is to say a very pleasant 
diversion for the young of the species. I appreciate that a persistent 
tradition maintains that it: aleo exercises a great fascination for 
older folks but, while as one of the latter I still regard the books as 
highly as anyone else, I fear that I no longer am able to revel, as I 
@m supposed to, in any stage version, including particularly this 
latest. At least one of the reasons, I think, is fairly plausible.

THOUGH, AS I HAVE REMARKED, the play. should appeal to 
the young of the ilk and duly has in the past, one nevertheless 
speculates whether it will do so in these days, Times have changed 
and youth has changed with them, if, alack, not for the better. What 
the youngsters seem to want nowadays is not any such charming 
and literate fantasy but melodramatic comic strips like “Superman,” 
sensational Western and other moving pictures which jolt them out 
of their seats, and violent radio shows like “Buck Rogers,” “Dick 
Tracy” and “Terry and the Pirates.” 

It is accordingly doubtful whether a play about a sweet little 
girl's mnocent adventures with bunnies and the like will attract 
today's young as it did yesterday's, It must seem tame indeed to

It's too bad, but so is leprosy, and there is little that seemingly 
ean he done about it.

The Origins 
Of Familiar 


Expressions 
By Frank Colby 


YOUNG Englishman said to 

me recently: “You Americans 

use a bewildering number of 
expressions which are never heard 
in England at all. I am _ con- 
stantly trying to puzzle out their 
exact meanings. For example, 
why do you say that a check 
drawn against insufficient funds 
is made of rubber? Why is a per- 
turbed person said to be on the 
anxious seat? Why is a man of 
integrity a straight shooter? 
Surely there is no connection be- 
tween honesty and marksmanship. 
During the war, some of the 
‘finest chaps I know were very 
poor shots indeed.” 

It is true that in the American 
vernacular there are countless 
idioms that never occur in Brit- 
ish usage except as borrowings. 
These expressions have grown out 
of strictly American institutions, 
experiences and customs, some of 
which are so old that ‘we our- 
selves have no_ recollection of 
them. 

For example, not many of us 
will connect the expression “on 
the anxious seat” with the old- 
time camp meeting. During these

Indignation Over Wrongs in Oils 
By Joseph Vorst at Noonan-Kocian 


Six St. Louis Artists in Corcoran Gallery Bi-

Savage indignation over the 
world’s wrongs shrieks from some 
of the paintings of Joseph Vorst, 
Overland artist, whose one-man 
show opened last week at the 
Noonan - Kocian Galleries, 1000 
pcust street. The exhibition 
marke the year the artist is to 
turn 560. It is scheduled to be 
shown in New York, 
Vorat, who came to America 
aree years before Hitler seized 
er, has been painting since he 
16. He has been represented 
nm major exhibitions at the Whit- 
ney Museum, New York; Corcoran 


Gallery, Washington, D.C., and 
Virginia Museum, Richmond. His 
present show, comprising 22 oils 
bmn gesso panels and nine litho- 
graphs, is made up of the work of 
ne last three years. The display 
will end April 28. 

Most elaborate in message is 
“Of One World,” a large oil. It 

pws part of a bombed building, 

mbolizing war, and is peopled 
by hooded figures of the Ku. Klux 
Kian, a cowering Negro in a nar- 
row subterranean corridor and 
pther abused persons, including 
the mentally ill in state institu- 


tions. 
Relevance in All Details. 

Every detail has significance. 
The klansman’s torch comes close 
to the dome of a government 
building to suggest rumors of fed- 
eral officials as klan members; old 
French grill work and architec- 
ture convey the impression of the 
Deep South, and spikes on a fence 
@re intended, the artist said, to 
remind the viewer of both the 
crucifixion of Christ and the re- 
strictive injustices of the world, 

The cramped quarters of the 
human beings contrasts with the 
wheeling flight of birds above 
them. Similar bitterness is ap- 
parent in the ironical “Missouri 
Annual,” a flood scene of devasta- 
tion. 

The artist's highly individual 
technique, which he was explain- 
ing last week to other painters as 
they dropped in at the gallery, is 
best exemplified by “The Crib.” 
The scene is from Vorst's own 
home and shows his newborn son 
in a bare, low-ceilinged room in- 
tended to represent the manger in 
which Christ was born. 

Purpose of Modeled Paint, 

“I wanted to stress the tender- 
ness of a baby born in a cruel, 
rough world,” Vorst said. “There- 
fore I was interested in making 
the course textures of the grain 
of the wood as real as possible, 
and the same modeling of paint is 
used for emphasis in my other 
pictures.” 

Beams in the ceiling, the low- 
ness of which is exaggerated to 
suggest the Bethlehem scene, were 
brought from the 200-year-old Ste. 
Genevieve home of the artist's 
forefathers. Small open furrows 
in the beams contrast with smooth 
cherry wood in the cradle, made 
by Vorst himself. The rough tex- 
ture of the walls was created in 
the painting with the use of a 
palette knife. At other times the 
artist has used the sharp end of 
a brush, his fingers or finger nails 
to achieve the effects he wanted. 
Actual ridges of snow stand out in 
“Historical Church.” 

The paintings are on panels re- 
quiring four weeks’ special prep- 
aration which Vorst, under ques- 
tioning, did not disclose, Success- 
ive coats and sandings, as well as 
the final varnishing, are designed 


to prevent checking or cracking |: 


in later years, he said. Other ar- 
tists present, including Nat Ker- 
nell, Francis D. Healy and John 
Pope Baker, spoke of the “per- 
gonal, skillful handling of lights 
and darks, transparencies and 
opacities.” 

New York critics have written 
of Vorst’s “powerful expression” 
and his “economy of imagery 
through making every detail rele- 
vant.” John Hersey, author of 
“Hiroshima,” has written an ap- 
preciation of the artist’s work for 
this exhibition. Hersey, a Vorst 
collector. of long standing, says: 

“The quality of excellence that 
I see in Vorst’s work is the qual- 
ity of the man. He has the breadth 
of spirit, the love of humanity, the 
sympathy for small people, the un- 
derstanding of nature that are the 


essentials of any superior artist's 
work,” 

Six St. Louis artists are included 
in the Twentieth Biennial Exhibi- 
tion of Contemporary American 
Oil Painting at the Corcoran Gal- 
lery, Washington, D. C., the cata- 
logue shows. Exhibits total 313, 
each by différent artists from all 

rts of the country. It-will close 

ay 11. 

Aimee Schweig is represented 
by “Still Life,” owned by the City 
Art Museum and sent to Wash- 
ington as an example .of Mrs.

Board for State Rent Control; 
Against 50-Cent Minimum 
Wage Measure. 


State rent control and the s8o- 
called “fair trade” bill to permit 
the fixing of minimum resale 
prices were approved by St. Louis 
Chamber of Commerce board of 
directors last week. The bill for 
a 50-cent minimum wage was dis- 
approved as leaving unlimited 
power to an administrator, 

Among proposed Missouri labor 
legislation, the board favored the 
King-Thompson public utility dis- 
putes bill only in principle, not- 
ing that “utility strikes should be 
prevented, but the method needs 
considerable study.” Indorsement 
in principle also was given Senate 
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Bill 79, a detailed labor relations 


code. Approving votes were given } 


bills providing legally binding ef- 
fect to arbitration clauses of labor 
contracts and requiring public 
statements by unions, 

The board approved bills to let 
municipalities make co-operative 
contracts with one another, to levy 
Sales tax on automobiles and re- 
quire the show of a sales receipt 
when the automobile license is 
issued, to improve sales tax defi- 
nitions in order to eliminate avoid- 
ances, and td define the rights 
and liabilities of those who hold 
property for others, 


It disapproved a bill to repeal 
certain income tax provisions 
(“because it is believed that the 
tax should be continued, with 
cities sharing in the proceeds”); 
a bill to rearrange sales tax scales 
and eliminate tokens (because it 
“would cause too great an in- 
crease in tax on small sales"); 
a bill to prohibit penalties for late 
payment of utility service bills; 
and two bills for safety regulation 
in amusement places, one of which 
would require a. uniformed fire- 
prevention attendant for each 
1000 spectators. :

NCE every two years the ornate, high-ceilinged Board 
of Aldermen chamber in City Hall is garnished with 
flowers. Oratory and back-slapping are substituted 

for legislative maneuvering, & good time is had by all. The 


<tuspicious occasion is the ‘bi-annual inaugural meeting of 
the board when half of the city’s aldermen—those newly 


elected—are sworn in. 

City officials, political well-wishers and relatives of the 
aldermen whose terms are beginning throng the room. Aft- 
er the ceremonies, board officers are nominated and 
elected (the business having been decided earlier in ma- 
jority party caucus) and the mayor delivers his annual 
message. On adjournment there is much handshaking, 
congratulating, political small talk. The inaugural meet- 
ing last Tuesday had an added attraction: A new board 
president was sworn in—an event that ordinarily occurs 
only once in four years. 

St. Louis’ Board of Aldermen is composed of 29 mem- 
bers—the president, who is elected at large, and one al- 
derman representing each of the city’s 28 wards. Each 
serves four years. Last April 1, the president and aldermen 
in even-numbered wards were elected:*in 1949 those’ for 
odd-numbered wards will be chosen. 

Twenty Republicans and eight Democrats now make 
up the board, with one seat vacant, a net gain of two seats 
for Democrats. The vacancy was created by election of 
Charles E. Albanese, Thirteenth Ward Republican alder- 
man, to the board presidency; his aldermanic term had two 
more years to run. Albanese’s vacated seat will be filled 
at the national election next year. Three of the aldermen 
are Negroes, largest number ever to serve on the board.

There have been re- 
curring strikes of miners demanding more food 
for themselves and their families. 

British officials conceded full food ration— 
4000 calories a day for miners, 1500 each for 
members of their families—had not been avail- 
able “for some time past.” They blamed ship- 
ping difficulties and short reserves. They also 
said that German farmers had failed to deliver 

roduce in the quantities expected, had secretly 
ed grain to pigs.

In either case you 
send flowers, addressed either to the funeral of 
(mame of the deceased) or to the nearest rela- 
tive. The latter method is preferable, if the 
relative is a friend. But the former method is 
followed if the deceased alone was known to 
you, 


On the card accompanying the flowers, end 
addressed to one of the family, you write “With 
sympathy,” or “With deepest sympathy,” or 


“With heartfelt sympathy,” or “With love and 
sympathy.” When flowers are addressed to 
* ty funeral of the deceased, no message is in- 
cluded. If there is a notice in the papers re- 
questing that no flowers be sent, you disregard 
it only if:you are a very intimate friend. 


A very natural impulse of kindness is to send 
a few flowers with a note either immediately 
or a few days or weeks after the funeral to any 
bereaved person who is particularly in your 
thoughts. A few flowers sent from time to 
time—possibly for long afterward—are espe- 
cially comforting in their assurance of con- 
tinued sympathy.

TRAWBERRY shortcake is one of the sure indications 
of spring's arrival. Although some prefer it made with 
cake, a foundation of slightly-sweetened biscuit dough, 

baked a golden brown, is in the best American tradition. 

Individual three-inch biscuits are put together with 
sliced berries, which have been sugared and allowed to 
stand until they have drawn juice and the sugar has dis- 
solved. A topping of whipped cream and a whole-straw- 
berry garnish give a particularly attractive appearance to 
the dessert. For the seasoned fancier of this dish a pitcher 
of cream, heavy or thin and poured at will, is the only 
choice. 

To make the biscuit foundation, Mary Ann Henckler, 
home economist on the staff at Union Electric Company, 
sifts two and one-half cups sifted flour with one teaspéén 
salt, four teaspoons baking powder and one tablespoon 
sugar. With a pastry blender, or electric mixer set at low 
speed, one-half cup shortening is cut in until mixture re- 
sembles coarse crumbs. One whole egg and three-fourths 
— milk are then added and the mixture is combined 
lightly into a soft dough.
